Tue year that has just drawn toaclose has been somewhat typical of modern 
Jewish annals. With the scares and minor pogroms in Russia, the savage 


- outbursts against our people in Roumania and Morocco, the panics in 


Bulgaria, the more refined manifestations of hostility to Jews elsewhere, 


and its perpetual malaise and feverish instability, it may almost be 


described as Jewish history ‘‘in little.’’ In nothing was the Jew-hatred 
of 5667 more characteristic than in its widespread extent. The infection 
showed itself in at least four of the fivecontinents. It affected alike the 


Moslem and the Christian ; it tainted the more cultured of nations like 


Germany, and backward peoples like the Moors; the fanatically 
modern Americans, and the stubbornly ancient Persians ; the progressive 
races and the dying Empires. From the Danube to the 
Nile, and from Casablanca to Atlantic City, swept the 
old, fatal, contagion, assuming Protean +s. pes in various lands. Here 


it was the anti-Shechita agitation ; there the Sunday Observance move- 


ment; elsewhere the sufferings caused by the Jew being an unwanted 
alien. In Russia and Austria, Bulgaria and Egypt, it appeared 
in the form of the deathless ‘‘blood’’ legend. In three European 


- Parliaments—the Austrian, the German and the Russian—it took the 


shape of Parliamentary elections, largely fought around the fate of the 
Jew, and ending in the return of expressly anti-Semitic parties. And all 
this time the old economic misery broadened and deepened. The ‘‘ wandering

Jew’’ wandered still, amid the growing anxiety of his brethren elsewhere.

The Jewish problem remains— 
the wonder and despair of thinking men. 


RUSSIA. 

In the year’s events, attention is 
by the Jews of Russia. Their situation has not largely 
altered during the year. It is true that they have been spared 
the pogroms on the grand scale of the previous year—the 
massacres engineered by oflicials and executed with the aid of horse, foot 
and artillery. But for the massacre in bulk there have been substituted 


first claimed, as usual, 


. murders in detail ; and the Jew has passed a year of panic fed by sporadic 


slaughter, and of political hope never abandoaed, but never fulfilled. In 
October, pogroms were being prepared, accompanied more or less by 
Jewish panics, at Olessa and Kieff, and incitements to Jew-baiting 
were the order of the day at Moscow, Irkatsk and Ekaterinoslav. 
About a couple of months afterwards the Jews of Kishineff and Simferopol 
were once again in a state of agitation owing to the activity of the Anti- 
Semitic Union of Russian Man. In January, the Jews of Ekaterinoslav 
were thrown into a state of alarm, and their coreligionists at Elizabethgrad 
were also terrorised. By March the panic had spread to a number of 
other cities—notably Minsk, Yaroslavl and- Alexandrovsk, while it 
was also revived in acute form at Kiefl. With Easter came 
the annual scare. Tae ritual murder fable was pressed into 
service at St. Petersburg and in scores of provincial towns. Damonstra- 
tions—the usual preliminaries to pogroms—woare resolved upon by the 
Union of Russian Men. . The intended victims were soon in rapid 
flight from a nunbor of Russian cities. So serious was the situation that 
the Parliamentary deputies of the Pale of Sattlement intervened and 
approached the Premier with a request for the protection of the Jews. 
In’ England, the Board of Daputies and the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion also sought the good oflices of the British Foreign Ovtice for the same 
purpose, M. Srotyrin himself was so impressed with the gravity of the 


- situation that he issued a circular to the oflisials in the Pale war ning 


them of their responsibility if any pogroms should ocear. The result of 


‘the action taken was that no outbreaks occurred, though in somes towns 


—especially at Bielostok—the Jewish population were within an ace of 
massacre. | 
' But it was not only scares and panics that the 
Piecemea] Jews in Russia have had to endure. Taey were subject 
Pogroms. to actual pogroms, thoughon a reduced scale. Such was the 
case, for instance, at Kartch, in the month of October. But 
the crater of the :.nti-Jewish volcano wasformed by the city of Olessa, the 
lava stream of outrage and murdar bursting out with recurring destruc- 
tion over the Jewish population. Our correspondent, writing from that 
city, in November, mentioned that not a day or night passed without 
some Jew baing ‘crippled, stabbed, shot or wounded and robbved.’’ In 
the following month, the position had become so unbearable that the 
University Professors proceeded in a body to St. Vetersburg and 


- implored the l’remier to take action against the hooligans. The outrages 


nevertheless continued.. In February, man, women and children ware 
brutally assaulted in the streets. A telegram sent on February 19th 
stated that 95 Jews and Jewesses were in hospital that day as the 
result of attacks during the preceding night. As one writer put it: 
During the last three days, the 15th, 16th, 17thof February, bands of hooligans, 9, 
10,15, or 20 men, have been traversing the streets, breaking into Jewish houses, 
and, under the pretext of looking for prohibited arms (they themselves being 
illegally armed from head to foot), have been “ running amok,’’ making veritable 
pogroms, flogging and wounding, sparing neither age nor sex. 


In May, the Black Hundreds made a severe attack on the Jews, 


resulting in a number of the latter being taken to hos pital. Among those 


wounded in the pogrom was the famous Jawish writer, ‘‘ ACHAD-HaAm”’ 
(Asher Ginzberg). Only the efforts of the humane Prefect prevented 
the perpetration of a wholesale butchery. Ia Jane an assault on a 
member of the Union of Real Russians—the report of which was greatly 
exaggerated—and the dissolution of the Duma, combined to throw the Jews 
once more into consternation. | | 

In the middle of the motth a fresh attack was made on the Jews, in 
which even the Jewish hospital was not spared, while this week another 
outbreak has occurred, resulting in a considerable casualty list. And thus 
the lives of the Jewish residents passed throughout the year amid incessant — 
alarm and outrage. Nor was this state of perpetual terror confined to 
Odessa. As the writer already mentioned stated, the old wholesale 
pogroms, with their dramatic massacres, were largely abandoned 
in favour of the ‘piecemeal pogrom, the daily continual 
pogrom which is even worse than the old form, inasmuch as it 


implies a continuous state of terror, and indescribable, unbearable 


torture of every hour.’’ The old style was useless, since it drew the 
attention of the outer world. The new form can proceed with little 
more attention than is usually accorded to police news items. But its 
very continvousness, its ghastly catalogue of murders of men and outrages 
on women—the dishonouring of Jewesses being one of the worst and most 
frequent of its vile horrors—is day by day crushing out the spirit and 
wearing down the lives of the wretched Jewish population. 

If anything could deepen the pessimism of the people it would be the 
persistent falsification of the hope of emancipation. In the early period 
of the year the most confident predictions were made that liberation—if 
only partial—was at hand. The Government had, in the closing days of 
the previous year, promised to examine at once all the obsolete restric- 
tions which oppress the Jewish population. Thereafter, rumour was rife 
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of ministerial discussions of schemes of reform, though a full measure of 
emancipation was declared to be out of the question, on the ground that it 
would create a critical situation in the country. Details of the projects 
were published from time to time. The effect was to arouse a violent opposi- 
tionon the part of the raactionaries, who poured telegrams of protest, 
full of threats and weeping, into the palace of the Tsar. 
To this clamour, secretly encouraged, most probably, by men 
of influence, the Government appears weakly to have yielded. 


So great, however, had been the confidence in the promulgation of the 


concessions that it was generally reported that an Imperial Ukase on the 
question was on the point of being issued. The final upshot of this see- 
saw of promise and contradiction, of hope and despair, was that the 
authorities resolved to hand on the whole problem of Jewish rights to the 
second Duma, the preparations for which had been carried on vigorously. 
In these preparations the Jews bore a considerable part, but they 
were severely handicapped by Government interference, on the one hand, 
and internal dissensions, on the other. 


The Duma the length of striking names of Jews off the registers 
and the Jews. of voters, and prohibiting the issue of Yiddish 
placards. In the end only three Jews, M. ScHAPiRo,y 


M. ABRAHAMSON, and M. Rapsinowirz, were returned to the second 


Duma, as against two who were elected to the first. The Governments 
of Volhynia, Grodno and Kieff, in the first two of which the Jewish dissensions 
were pronounced, did not returna single candidate, though a contingent of 
nine. was expected from those districts. Tha Jews who managed to 
secure seats were entirely unequal, both in number and inflnence, 
to the task of representing the whole Jewish population of Russia. 
The l)ama, when it met, made little or no attempt to deal with the 
Jewish question, which the dilatory tactics of the Government had com- 
mitted to it. The Premiia himself ignored the Jews in his various 
addresses to the Assembly ; and the Duma itself was equally silent, except 
for an ill-informed speech against Jewish educational restrictions given 
by the Socialist Deputy, Dr. MAND&LIERG, who had been added to the 
little band of Jewish members. Toward the end of its brief career, 
indeed, an effort was made by one of the Dama’s Committees to introduce 
Jewish emancipation by. so to speak, aside-wind. .\ Bill had been brought 
in by the Government for the removal of the disabilities imposed on non- 
orthodox Rassian subjects. The Jews were excluded from the purview of 
the measure on the ground that it was concerned with religious disabilities, 
whereas the Jewish question was declared to!)3a purely national problem. 
The Committee, however, resolved to alter the Bill so as to make 
it apply to Jews, as well as Christians. These benevolent 
purposes were rudely interrupted by the dissolution of the Duma 


in the month of June, after a troubled existence of a hundred days. 
With the passing of the Duma vanished the slender hope of early libera- 


tion. Re-action had definitely conquered, its triumph being particularly 
manifested by the gerrymandering of the franchise, a new electoral law 
conferring on the voting body of landed proprietors in twenty-six Govern- 
ments—mostly conservative feudalists—a majority of electors. At the 
moment it is the Union of Russian Men whose influence isuppermost. The 
Union has consistently enjoyed the support of highly-placed officials. 
General Kaulbars, of Odessa, for instance, told a Jewish deputation that he 
would protect the organisation, and is said to have sent out circulars in 
which the merchants were ordered to subscribe to its newspaper organs. 
The Tsar himself has extended it his Imperial patronage by promising to 
receive a deputation of its members, and sending a cordial telegram to its 
President, Dr. Dusrovix—the man who distinguished himself last 
October by stirring up an armed mob with shouts of ‘‘ Death to the Jews!’’ 
and almost succeeded in bringing about a fresh pogrom. When this self- 


game agitator violently abused the Metropolitan Autonii for sending a 


mere vicar to bless his party of cut-throats, the ordinance for the punishment 
of ** insults to persons in office ’’ remained unapplied and was apparently 


forgotten. It was largely owing to the clamour of the Unicn that the con- 


cessions to the Jews, referred to above, were withheld at the last moment, 
and the destruction of the second Duma may have been partly contributed 
to by the same cause. The triumph of this body reached its climax in April, 
when its members succeeded in capturing the Town Council of Odessa, 
which up to that time had been Liberal in ‘sentiment and had refused to 
bow the knee to the Union. M. Sro.yrin, it is true, has conducted at 
times a feeble struggle against the Union, confiscating one of its chief 
organs, dispersing its illegal meetings, raiding one of its clubs, and giving 
orders for the disarming of the Black Hundred hooligans. Desirous, how- 
ever, as he may be of curtailing the power of the Union, he can 
make no headway against it so long as it enjoys the support of the Tsar, 
the Court, and the bureaucracy. And so long as His Imperial Majesty 
does not hesitate to pardon the hooligans convicted of participation in 


have distinguished its past career, and which found notable illustration 
during the year in the assassination of the ex-Jewish Duma member, M.

itself totally unable or unwilling to give the common protection of Russian 
citizenship to upwards of five millions of the subjects of the Russian 


GERMANY. 


The outstanding political fact in Germany during the year was the 


_ Empire. 


- struggle at the polls in which the CHANCELLOR worsted one wing of the army 


of his opponents--the Socialists. The elections were not so satisfactory to 
the Jews, «’ Jews, as they proved to the KAisra, inasmuch as they 
brought a material addition to the number of anti-Semitic members of the 
Reichstag, the Jew-baiters in the new Assembly being estimated at 
the time at from 17 (the lowest reported calculation) to 3}. Our own corre- 
spondent put the figures at :}( —an increase of 100 per cent. on that of the last 
Reichstag. In his opinion, the party, while it gained in seats, lost in votes. 
But other observers attributed again of something between 155,000 anda 
quarter of a million votes to the Jew-baiters. Of course many votes cast for 
anti-Semites may have been given to them merely inorder to keep out the 
Socialist candidates. But this fact, while it may modify, does not obliterate, 
the ugliness of such a political phenomenon as the appearance in the Parlia- 
ment of one of the most cultured of nations, of a considerable party, with 
whom the oppression of the Jew is an article of political faith. 
The anti-Semitic successes were not confined to the Reich- 
stag. In the Duchy of Weimar, for’ instance, four members 
of the party managed to secure election to the Diet during the 
last elections. The anti-Jewish cult also foand its customary expression 
in attacks on Shechita. Thus, the Congress of the Unioa of German 
Societies for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals resolved to petition 
the Governments of the various Federal States to prohibit the Jewish 
method of slaughtering. Again, the Town Council of Schweidnitz decided 
to ask the sanction of the authorities to prohibit Shichita in the public 
abbatoir. On the other hand, the Town Council of Kiistrin rescinded, by 
a large majority, its order of two years ago prohibiting Shechita in the 
municipal slaughtering-house. The gloom of the anti-Jewish campaign 
was, as usual, relieved by the clownish antics of the anti-Semite, PiU ckKLEr, 
who, in October, made one of his numerous appearances in Court, and was 


duly sentenced to three months’ imprisonment. Public opinion is still 


unable definitely to locate him either in the ranks of imbeciles or criminals. 


The iniquity—and the absurditv—of the anti-Semitic propaganda 


was vividly illustrated by the hosannas with which the Press in the 
Fatherland acclaimed the Jew, Herr BALLIN, on the sixtieth anniversary 
of the foundation of the Hamburg-Amerika Steamship Company. The 
achievements of BALLIN were declared for this occasion to be not the 
machinations of the Jew, buta triumph of German enterprise. 

There is, happily, another side to the picture. In Bavaria, to take 
one instance, the Parliamentary elections resulted in a humiliating defeat 
of the anti-Jewish candidates. In the capital, the party candidates 
polled between them just 1,519 votes out of a total of 68,068; and 
at one place, Pfaffenhofen, they cut such a ridiculous figure that the 
anti-Semitic organ was ashamed to publish the result of the election. An 
anti-Semitic party with a sense of shame is such a novel apparition that 
one may begin to hope for the dawn of reason even in that 
discredited camp. Speaking of Bavaria, mention should also be made of 
the broad-minded example which it continues to show in the relations of 
Jews to the army, many of our coreligionists receiving positions in the 
commissioned ranks of the Reserve. The Kaisrr, too, bas occasionally 
shown that liberality of sentiment towards Jews which in the previous 
year won the frenzied resentment of the bigots. Thus, when Commercial 
Councillor Isipor Architectural Privy-Councillor Rarenow, 


and Herr JAMES SIMON each contributed £500 towards the erec- 


tion of a home for officers, His Mavsasiry evinced his appreciation of their 
generosity by presenting them each with a bronze bust of himself. 


Yet the Kaiser must have reflected at the moment that the sons of 


these gentlemen cannot themselves attain the rank of officer in the 
Prussian Army. They may provide a home for other officers. They 
may even be presented with an Imperial bust. Kat they may not under 
present conditions command Imperial troops. In the matter of judicial 
promotion, however, a sign of grace was given by the appoint- 
ment of a Jew, Herr Levi, as President of the Chamber at the tribunal 
of Strassburg. No Jew has ever before held so high a judicial position 

Bat discrimination against our coreligionists continues in other 
quarters. It was probably responsible for the morbidly sensitive 
patriotism, carried to ridiculous and contemptible exaggeration, which led 
to the dismissal of Rabbi Coun by the Council of the Berlin community on 
account of their well-grounded fear that his Zionist proclivities might be 
held to be inimical to the ideal of Jewish ‘‘ Germanisation’’ which is 
fostered in certain quarters as a prophylactic against anti-Semitic bias. The 
event, and the conduct of the Executive of the Berlin community through- 


out the unfortunate proceedings, were best forgotten, except as a warning 


to Jews elsewhere of the possibilities which await those who shirk from 


taking upon themseives the full responsibilities which the high heritage 
of Judaism involves. ee | 


AUSTRIA. | 
In Austria, as in Germany, the most prominent event of the year wae 


the general election. An element of the unknown was imported into 


this contest by the introduction of universal suffrage. 
The elections were unusually interesting, from the Jewish stand- 
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point, owing to the activity of the Zionists, who put up numerous 
candidates of their own; and to the creation by the Jews of 
Galicia of a Jewish provincial organisation for the defence of 
their political rights and economic interests. As in Russia, 


_ there were many dissensions among the Jewish electors. Inthe result, anti- 


Semites came back, as in Germany, with greatly increased strength— 
in treble their old numbers, to be precise. The notorious Jew-baiters, 
SCHNEIDER and ScHONERER, failed to secure seats; but their comrade 
LUEGER was more successful. On the other hand, no fewer than 
seventeen Jews were returned, including four Zionists; while the 
anti-Semites largely failed in their assault on the capital, 
capturing only twenty out of thirty-three seats, a figure that hardly 
came up to the sanguine expectations with which they embarked 
on the campaign. The elections, taken in the bulk, were a great 
surprise. They yielded a remarkable triumph to the Socialists, whilst 
sweeping away the extreme nationalist parties. It is permissible to hope 
that this obliteration of the old nationalist lines of cleavage may ultimately 


- lead to a softening of the racial asperities nursed against the Jews ; though 
the anti-Jewish members of the Chamber have already shown, by their’ 


speeches, that the leopard does not readily change his spots. In somewhat 
curious contrast to this trend of general thought, however, the four Zionist 
members of the Chamber have formed themselves into a Jewish political 
party which has the saving virtue of including in its  pro- 
gramme a relentless war against the old, meek, apologetic Ghetto spirit. 
This group has already shown by its action in Parliament that it is some- 
thing more than a party of bombast. Among other things, it has raised 
the case of the Jew, HILsner, who still languishes in gaol in conse«juence 
of a false conviction for ‘‘ ritual murder.’’ It is a matter for satisfaction 
that this brutal persecution, which reflects on the honour of the entire 
Jewish race, is not being lost sight of, and the Austrian-Jewish Union 
recently offered a reward of 20,000 kronen for the discovery of the real 


culprits for whose offence HiLsNeER was convicted. How very slowly the 


_ world moves may be seen from the fact that during the year under review 


several other cases of the ‘‘ blood’’ legend occurred in the Austro- 
Hungarianempire. In one of these instances the fable was concocted in 
Vienna itself bya hardened convict, whose antecedents did not prevent 
the active exploitation of the charge by the anti-Semitic Press. As in 
the case of that other scoundrel, PurcK irr, the theory is advanced that 
the man is insane—a theory which might bear a pretty general applica- 
tion on the assumption that anti-Semitism is malice and envy run mad. 
The second case was that of a servant girl—-also of Vienna—who alleged 
that she had been the victim of the ‘‘ ritual’’ attack.. In this instance, 
too, we read that an investigation into the mental condition of the girl 


showed that her allegation was groundless. Anti-Semitism in Austria- 


Hungary has recently shown itself in another peculiarly detestable form. 


Jewish girls are being lured into nunneries, without the knowledge and 
consent of their parents. 


* 


It is satisfactory to see that the Austrian community is doing some- 


thing to strengthen itself internally in face of this persistent hostility. 
The Executive of the Israelitische Allianz in Vienna, for instance, has 


‘decided to support schools in Galicia in which the pupils will be 
thoroughly grounded in secular elementary objects. Many schools are 


maintained in Galicia by the Baron Hirsch Fund. The Hilfsverein der 
Deutschen Juden, it will be remembered, devotes a good deal of atten- 
tion to the establishment of home industries among this large section of 
the Jewish people. During the year a legacy of 400,000 kronen for the 
benefit of the Galician Jews was bequeathed by the late Dr. ARNOLD 
VON Rapoport, a former member of the Reichsrath. 


An interesting fact in connection with the political status of the 


Jews of the Empire, was the favourable consideration given by the 


Hungarian Chamber last March to a petition from a provincial body 
asking for the representation of the Jewish religion as such in the House 
of Magnates. Several other incidents favouring the Jews should, in fair- 


ness, also be noted. One of these is the decision given by the Austrian 


Courts last June against the decree of the authorities of Vienna enjoin- 


ing that in the municipal slaughter-houses no animals might be killed | 


without previous stunning. Another was the favourable reception 
accorded by the Hungarian Minister of Commerce to a Jewish deputation 
who pleaded for permission for Jews to work on Sunday behind closed doors. 
The Sunday observance question, it is to be remembered, is the subject 


of much agitation abroad, as it has been in England ; and, having regard 


to the attitude taken up by the Anglo-Jewish community on the question 
it is particularly interesting to observe that the Minister of Commerce in 
Hungary agreed to Jewish labour on Sunday only on condition that those 
engaging in it abstain from work on Saturday. A further pleasing item 
is the creation of another Jewish life peer—in the person of Court 


Councillor Dr. JoserH Scuey BARON von Koromia (Ordinary Professor 


of Civil Law at the Vienna University.) Colonel ALEXANDER RIITER VON 
Eiss also received promotion to the rank of Major-General—an almost 
unique honour in Austria for a Jew. | 


THE BALKAN PROVINCES. 


The situation of the Jews in the Balkan States appears to have gone 
from bad to worse during the year. In Roumania, the old hamdrum oppres- 
sion of the law was varied by bursts of violent persecution from which the 
Jewish inhabitants suffered severely. In the earlier outbreaks the prime 
malefactors were the students acting at the instigation of one of the politi- 
cal parties. They indulged in disgraceful assaults on the Jews of Craiova 
and Barlad; and threatened the security of the Jewish element in 


_ Bucharest and Jassy. Anti-Semitic frenzy, however, presently culminated 


in a far graver situation. In this instance it was the half-savage masses 
of peasantry who broke into riot, and the tragedy was consequently 
enacted on a far grander scale and with more primitive ferocity. Smart- 
ing under economic grievances, which were falsely attributed entirely to 
Jewish machinations, the country-side rose up against the Jewish popula- 
tion. But after the first taste of blood and loot, the peasants, incited by 
students, developed a general jicquerie in which Jew and Gentile alike 
were assailed, and the whole basis of national life was threatened with 
subversion. The rising was ultimately crushed out vi e! armis; but it 
left behind a grave legacy of Jewish distress, and seriously azeravated 
the already unhappy situation of the Jews. Houses and shops had been 
sacked ; breadwinners were disabled, and the savings of years lost. Many 
thousands of Jewish families were rendered homeless and destitute, some 
having sunk from comparative afilluence to beggary. <A large number fled 
helplessly from the country into the already congested towns ; and the lNou- 
manian Government, rejoicing at the opportunity which chance had thus 
thrown in its way, did its utmost to prevent their return. An inter- 
national Jewish relief fund was started, to which we regret to have to record 


_ but an indifferent response was made by English Jews, The Presidents of 


the Board of Deputies and Anglo-Jewish Association also took diplomatic 
action at the Foreign Office, while Mr. went on a mission, 


in connection with the riots, tothe Jewish organisations on the Continent. 


But there. has been no change for the better in the Jewish lot. Its 
harshness is exhibited in such incidents as that recently narrated, in 
which Jewish soldiers were brutally ill-treated by order of their military 


- superiors, and in the decision of the Courts that a Jew who had been 


born in Roumania and had performed his military service, was liable to 
expulsion if he had not been naturalised. 
meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association last January, referred to the 
levalised persecution with which the Jews were oppressed or threatened. 
There was, he said, the danger of a new law by which private schools 


would not only be forced to pay the examination tax for each child attend- 


ing, but also a sur-tax—a measure which would make the existence of the 
Jewish schools almost impossible. Again, the Artisans Law which had 
been modified a few years ago, was to be re-drafted; an agitation was going 
on for new restrictions on handicrafts, in a sense not favourableto Jews, 
and the expulsions of Jews from country places were again being carried 
out with greater ferocity than ever. ‘Thais little catalogue of persezution 
was in itselfa sufliciently flagrant defiance of humanity and treaty law, 
though the HitiAm went on to say that it might be largely extended. In 
these scandalous circumstances, the most elfective relief that could be 
afforded was to help as many Jews as possible to leave the country; and 
this work was pursued in due course, many of the Jews expelled from the 
villages in Moldavia, e.y., being sent to Canada at the cost of the Jewish 
Colonisation Association. The or RoowMANta, at the time 
of the peasant outbreak, called upon the ‘‘ politicians’’ to hasten the 
solution of the Jewish and agrarian questions ; and shortly before that 
there were pious declarations of more humane policy by several of these 
gentlemen—M. Carr, M.Srourpza and Dr. Prerrint. But, alas! history 
has taught us what estimate to put upon such mare professions of good- 
will inthe mouths of Roumanian statesmen. 


The storm clouds also lay heavily during the year over Bulgaria. | 


From the early days of the Jewish Year the situation of the com- 
munity became gradually worse, the former anti-Greeks turning their 
attention to the Jews, and the activity of some Jewish Socialists and 
students providing special material for the anti-Semitic campaign. The 
opposition of some Jews to the Government seems, in particular, to have 
been resented ; while, on the other hand, the attempts of Dr. EHRENPaREIS, 
the Chief Rabbi, to put anend to this opposition—which, in other countries, 
is an elementary right of citizenship—led to a free fight in one of the 
synagogues. With the anti-Jewish organs in full blast, the 
Hebrew population were last March ina state of panic, and in hourly 
expectation of a pogrom 3 la Russe. In particular, the community at 
-Philippopolis were thrown into a condition of great anxiety by rumours of 
an outbreak, and the leaders telegraphed for Government protection, The 
result was the despatch of a circular by the new Premier, in which the 
Governors throughout the Principality were warned not to permit any 
anti- Jewish movement or provocations, however insignificant. The Jews 
stood in need of all the gooawill of the central Powers, for in April last a 
tale of ritual murder very nearly brought about a grave out- 
burst, the plot being foiled only by the prompt and vigorous intervention 
of the authorities. One of the features in the situation, indeed, for which 
the Bulgarian Jews have to be thankful, is the constant friendliness of 
Prince FerpiNAND and his Ministers, the amity of the Prince and his 
interest in the Jewish race being pronounced and unbroken. It is sincerely 
to be deplored that some of the Jews of the Principality behave 
occasionally in a manner calculated to alienate the sympathy of well-disposed 
men. Thus at the elections of the executives of the various congregations 


a few months ago, drunken roughs were hired by Jews themselves to 


waylay and assault some of the candidates. These pogroms, carried out 
by Jews against Jews, immediately became the text for anti-Semitic 
denunciations, in which the Jews were held up as a danger to the country. 


The sentiment of friendliness cherished by Prince FrerpinANp for his __ . 


Jewish subjects is, by the way, shared by the ruler of the neighbouring 
State of Servia, King Peter, who showed his goodwill by taking part last 
May in the ceremony of laying the foundation-stone of a new synagogue at 


Belgrade. | 
3 THE “BAND OF BLUE.” 
The same royal friendship towards Jews, as is well-known, is enter- 
tained by the K1nc of Ivay, where, as usual, a halcyon calm prevailed in tLe 
sphere of strictly Jewish interests. The comparatively small Jewish com-~ 
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munity were.the recipients of many distinctions, and the Pope himself has © 


not shrunk from granting audiences to a number of their members—to the 
unmeasured disgust of Vatican reactionaries. Another broad }and of 
blue in the dark skies was provided by Holland, which shares with 
this country a proud place in its relation to Jews, and which once more 
appointed a Jew—Mr. Asser—its delegate, at the Hague Conference. 


FRANCE. 
Coming further West, tothe French Republic, one finds the 
Jews enjoying a comparatively calm year, politically. The 


violence of the Darryrus days has passed; and an attempt to 
revive them flickered out feebly. In Tunis, to be sure, the native soldiers 
have more than once broken bounds, with unfortunate results to 
the Jewish inhabitants. Even Frenchmen have revived the old 
anti-Semitic agitation in the Regency, necessitating the founding 
of a Jewish journal in order to combat the incendiaries. Bat 


these proceedings have received no countenance in Paris. While the — 


‘Tunisian Government punished a number of the Tirailleurs, they 
‘performed sundry acts of kindness to the Jewish community, such as the 
subventioning of the Jewish hospital and the School of Rabbinic Law. 
The ministry of M. CLEMENCEAU, indeed, was received with a shout of 
alarm and hatred by the anti-Semites.. They were puppets, it was said, in 
the hands of Rotuscuitp and ReiNAcH; and the new War Minister, 
PIcQuart, was the valet of Jewry. Bat the Ministry held, and still 
holds, on its way, undisturbed by this empty clamour. While the anti- 
Jews cried out against Josern Reinacu, his brother SALOMON REINACH, 
was elected to the distinguished positionof President of the \cadémie des 
inseriptions et Belles Lettres. While, again, they assailed the House of 
RorHscutiLtp, Baron Epmonp pr Rorus was elected a Free Member of 
the Academy of Fine (rts, in competition with the great tragedian MuUn&i- 
SuLty, thus bringing the number of Jewish members of the five academies 
constituting the Institute of France up to eleven. ‘So heedless was M. 
CLEMENCEAU of the anti-Jewish fury that he appointed a Jew—M. GrEorRGES 
MbtNbrti—as his Principal Assistant Private Secretary. Many other 
significant distinetioas were conferred upon Jews. Thus, Brevet-Colonel 
DENNERY was promoted General of Brigade. ‘hief of Squadron 
VALARBREGCE was made Lizut.-Colon3l and (‘hief of the General Artillery 
Staff in Paris, and Colonel Mayer SAMUEL was promoted Director of 
Artillery at Epinal. Several other coreligionists were appointed 
Chiefs of Squadron in the Artillery reserve. A number of civil 
distinctions were conferred upon Jews, in addition to those already 
méntioned, the most noteworthy being the election of M. Lyon-CAEN as 
Dean of the Faculty of Laws in Paris. On its purely religious side Krench 
Judaism has been passing through a crisis, brought about by the’ separa- 
tion laws, So far as its organisation was concerned, however, it emerged 
successfally from the ordeal; and consistories and communities quietly 
yielded their authority to the new religious associations that were 
formed to the number of nearly eighty in December last. How these 
various bodies ‘will meet the demands that will be made upon them 
remains to be seen, though a useful step has been taken by the forma- 
tion of a Central Union of Jews in France, which will undertake to 
distribute among provincial communities who require it the amounts 
needed for their religious wants. But while the reorganisation of the 
community was carried out without difficulty, the complaint has gone up 


that it was a mere machine that has been builded up—a body without 


spirit or soul. The attachment of the French Jews to their faith, it is 
said, has gravely weakened. It is shown by such facts as the grossly 
disproportionate number joining the Paris religious association—2,650 
instead of at least a possible 10,000—and is exhibited in the neglect of 
religious instruction. 


As Dr. Norpav, writing in our columns last January, 
A Deceptive put it, the official organisation of French Judaism 
Facade. before the Separation Law formed a facade which was 
very imposing, but which had nothing behind it. So 


that when the State separated itself from the synagogue the facade 


collapsed and was disclosed in all its pitiful weakness and decrepitude. If 
French Judaism, said Dr. Noapav, had not been reinforced by an 
extensive immigration it is probable that it would not be in existenceat the 
present moment. ‘‘ French Judaism has no future, for it has no present.’’ 


It is interesting to notice the attempts made to re-erect the facade 


and put “something behind it.’’ One of these took the form of the 
creation of a * Liberal Union’’ which proposed to introduce modifications 
in the traditional order of synagogue service. As in the case of a similar 


movement nearer home, it was found impossible to set up a modus vivendi 


between the promoters of the movement and the established authorities. 
Another effort to revivify Judaism was made by the Rabbis’ 
Congress, held in June last. The Congress decided, among other 
things, that religious divorce should, in future, in every case follow, as a 
matter of course, upon the pronouncement of the civil decree; that the 
ceremony of Chalitza should henceforth be optional ; and that travelling 


by steam or electric traction within the city boundary is permissible on 


Sabbath or festivals ‘provided that it does not involve the expenditure of 


money. Whether such means will really bring about a revival in French 


Judaism is open to very much doubt. 
Philanthropically French Jews have maintained a high reputation. 


Vast bequests were left to charities by M. DANIEL OsiRIs. Again, the 
Zadoc-Kahn Association was formed to perpetuate the memory of the 


- late GRAND Rassin of France. The funds of the Association are to be 
used for the benefit of students or of persons who take up technical 
_ professions. Grants are also to be made to persons prevented from 


continuing their professions by reason of illness or old age, as well as to 
the widows and orphans of those who have followed liberal callings. 


AMERICA. 


Passing beyond the borders of Europe, one notes that the 


great Republic across the Atlantic lost none of its interest 
for Jews during the year that hsa just run its course. It 


is still the great objective of the Jewish refugee. The unchecked growth 
of the Jewish population, creeping steadily towards the two-million 
figure, renders it an ever more important element in our estimate 
of the Jewisk future. Fresh immigration laws have found their 
way to the Statute-book. One such measure, passed in the 
course of the year by the Senate and the House of Representatives, 
raised the head tax to four dollars, made provision for the 
exclusion and deportation of immoral persons, placed among the excluded 
classes aliens ‘‘who are found to be certified as being mentally or 
physically defective,’’ and whose defect might impair their ability to 
earn a living ; authorised the President—a departure of great 
interest—to call an international conference to consider the whole 
subject ; and raised the penalty for bringing. in aliens suffering from 
loathsome and contagious diseases. If the literary test which originally 
disfigured it was omitted, so was the section modelled on that of the 
English Act granting the benefit of asylum to political and religious 
refugees. But in spite of such measures, the immigration into the States 
reached enormous figures, no fewer than 1,285,000 immigrants of al} 
nationalities having entered the country in the last fiscal year ; and the 
efforts now being made to divert the. flood to the South and West where 
an increase of pooulation is most needed--the influx into New York fell 
off greatly, by the way, in the first four months of 1907—should have the 
effect of helping it to flow into New York at substantially no more than its 
past volume. It is perhaps not surprising that the accumulation of 
layer upon layer of Jewish immigration tends to engender anti-Semitic 
feeling of the social kind. Sporadic outbursts of prejudice occur from 
time totime. In May, for instance, a fiagrant case of discrimination 
against Jews occurred at a leading hotel in Atlantic City. 
| This social ostracism, such as it, isdoes not, however, 
Jews in the counteract the great influence of Jews in the affairs 
United States. of the Republic. Thus, during the year, we havo 
‘geen Mr. Oscar Strats raised to the United 
States Cabinet as Secretary of Commerce and Labour; and a 
second Jew added to the Senate in the person of Mr. SiMoN GUGGENHEIM. 
As the Senate numbers only some ninety members in all, it will ba seen 


that the Jewish population is more than adequately represented in i\s 


composition.. A number of other more or less important distinctions were 
received by Jews. In the State of New York five Jews were elected 
to the House of Assembly, one (Mr. H. M. Go.LpFoGLe), was elected 
to Congress, while three more were appovinted Judges of the Supreme 
Court, and another was made Judge of the General Sessions Court. An 
illustration of the friendship and sympathy between the Jews and their 
fellow-citizens which Jews endeavour to cultivate was afforded by the 
unveiling of a memorial window to Joun Hay in the Temple of the 
Keneseth Israel Congregation, Philadelphia. | 

In matters philanthropic the Jews of the United States have, as 
usual, shown much commendable activity. The American Jewish Com- 
mittee, in spite of severe attacks, has taken action in regard to immigra- 
tion legislation, the Hilsner case, and Russian and Roumanian affairs, 
besides raising a fund on behalf of the Jewish institutions destroyed in 
the San Francisco earthquake. In May last, a Jewish ‘* Pro- 
tectory’’ for wayward boys—something on the lines of our own 
industrial school, and with the same purpose—was opened in New York. 
At about the same time the Michael Reese Hospital, built ata cost of 
£160,000, was opened at Chicago. It is one of the finest institutions of its 
kind in the United States, and the expense of erecting it was borne 
almost entirely by the Jews of Chicago. In December, to take a few 
more examples, the corner-stone of a new Talmud Torah was laid in New 
York. The building is to cost £20,000 andit is designed to accommodate — 
3,000 pupils. Shortly before, the foundation-stone of the new syna- 
gogue of the First Hungarian Congregation, Ohab Zedek, inthe same city, 
was laid by Mr. Jacos Scuirr, and a sum of £32,000 is to be spent upon 
the edifice. In religious matters, considerable activity was shown, and 
it is noteworthy that Dr. H. Pereira Menves claims that the Union of 
Orthodox Congregations is growing in scope. Ita curious fact, however, 
that this year only three rabbis graduated from the two theological 
seminaries in the States. In the great Republic, as in England, con- 
versionists lay vigorous siege to Jewish souls, one weapon employed 


being the distribution of tracts to the Jewish immigrants when landing 


at Ellis Island. This action, as was to be expected from so high-minded 


an official, has been assailed with vigour and effect by the Immigration 
Commissioner, Mr. Roszat WATCHHORN. 


MOROCCO. 


_ Turning to other countries, it is not surprising to find in backward lands 
the counterpart of anti-Jewish feeling nursed by European peoples. Of — 
the outrages in Tunis we have already spoken. The disintegration of 
Morocco gave special opportunities to the lawless tribes for falling upon 
the Jewish population, For many months the situation had been 
extremely precarious. In August, 1906, the Berber Chief, ANFLUs, raided 
the Jews of Mogador, driving them back to the Mellah, (the local 
Ghetto), and placing his own people in their vacant houses ; and in 
October the Jews of Arzila wore attacked by the tribes. Thereafter the 
moaths were marked by recurring panic. In March came the murder at 
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Marrakesh of Dr. MAtcuamr, the French physician, The Mellab, to which 
the other French residents had fled, was threatened by the mob, and con- 
sternation spread throughout the Jewry of the town. One sign of the 
growing gravity of ‘the situation was the revival of the old degrading 
Jewish disabilities, such as the rules which prevented the Hebrews from 
walking otherwise than barefooted through the Moorish quarter, or from 
passing through that district mounted. 
In April the shadow of coming events was cast before by a scare among 
the Jews of Casablanca. The commotion had arisen out of a trumpery 
quarrel between a Jew and a Moorish youth, the Jew having had the 
audacity to box the ears of his antagonist. Such an affront raised almost 
the whole of the native population against the community. The 
Governor of the town seized the opportunity to address a circular to the 
consular corps, in which he asserted that the Jews were getting out of 
hand, that His MAJesty's subjects were very much incensed against 
them, and that he would not be responsible if the Moors rose and 
massacted them. After such a declaration—so strongly reminiscent of 
the Russian official pogrom-mongers—it is not surprising that, when, some 
three or four months later, trouble broke out at Casablanca between 
France and Spain on the one hand and the tribesmen on the other, the 
native element took a wholesale revenge on the Jews, slaughtering, 
pillaging and abducting without mercy. The entire Jewish population of 
Morocco was thrown into the utmost peril ; and it appears now to be clear 
that in the chronic paralysis of what, for want of another term, one must 
call the native government, no satisfactory safeguards will exist for 
the security of Jewish life and honour in Morocco. | 


In another decaying empire—Persia—the Jews have also been in 
danger during the year. This was the case notably at Teheran last July, 
where a massacre almost took place through the alleged detention of a 
Mussulman woman in the Jewish quarter; and at Ispahan, where an anti- 
Jewish agitation was revived among the Mollahs. The Moslem variety 
of the anti-Semitic cult, which found such emphatic expression in Morocco 
and Persia, made itself prominent. in Egypt, where the immortal 
** blood ’’ accusation was pressed into service ; and where other anti-Jewish 
outbursts also occurred. The Jewish population of Cairo, which, by the 
way,now numbers some 25,000 and is increasing rapidly, is building a 
hospital of its own and extending its schools. The Alexandrian Jews, 
it may be remembered, already have an excellent hospital, while 
their free schools accommodate more than 1,300 children. A project has 
been broached for settling Russian and Roumanian Jews in the Soudan. © 


THE JEWISH SITUATION ABROAD. 


The general Jewish situation abroad, as thus presented, shows, it will 
be seen, no advance on that of preceding years. The great Jewish 
problem offers no indication that either in its pressing, immediate 
necessities, or its ultimate and more remote bearings, it is on the way to 
solution. It is perhaps inevitable that the Zionist movement, which set 
itself ten years ago to promote and accelerate a worthy solution, 
should be forced to a slow, uphill fight, and should be unable to show 
more than some marked progress in the necessary spade-work which it 
somewhat ignored in its earlier days. The leaders of the movement have, 


indeed, grasped this necessity fully; and even the rank and file, relying 


no longer upon political methods solely, have settled down to a steady, 
laborious march to their goal. The first aim of Zionism during the year 
that has elapsed was to keep together the movement and ‘‘ maintain the 
connections which Herz. created.’’ The second was to push along with 
& programme which Herr Wo.urrsouN has summarised in the words 
‘* political work, on the one hand, preparation of the people, and prepara- 
tion of the land, on the other.’’ In regard to political work, Herr 


Wo.trrsoHn told the recent Zionist Congress at the Hague that 


much encouragement had been received from official circles. 
As to the preparation of the people and the land, this has 
taken the form of peaceful economic penetration, or, as Zionists term it, 
** practical work in Palestine.’’ In this respect the financial ihstitutions 
founded by the movement are reported to be prospering, and the Bezalel 
School of Arts and Crafts is said to be making distinct headway. In 
Palestine, disturbed though it has been throughout by the quarrel 
as to the successorship to the late Hawa BasHt—a quarrel which has 


not yet been set at rest—there have been signs of a new awakening. 
' The reform of the Chalukah is one symptom of the new spirit. Another 
is to be found in the fact mentioned by the Zionist Central Bureau, — 


that the old beggar-type of inhabitant is making way for a working 
element which promises well for the future of the country. At the 
same time, there are increasing evidences of material progress, which is 
not likely to be disturbed by official Turkish hostility, so long as the 
goodwill to Jews so consistently manifested by the present Sultan con- 


tinues. The circumstances are thus more than usually favourable to.

which the final advice on the subject would rest. Much interest was aroused 
by a reported project for colonising a million acres of land in Western 
Australia. The scheme was represented to be an Itoist enterprise. 
This assumption was repudiated by the Organisation, although a communi- 
cation from Mr. ZANGWILL to Mr. ALEXANDER MARKS (the gentleman who 
approached the Western Australian Government) appeared to lend it some 


colour. The Ito has, during the year, lent the assistance of its organisa- | 


tion to a movement for diverting immigration into America from the 
crowded districts to the less populated areas of the Western States, and 
this movement—influentially aided—is now in practical operation. 


THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The year at home has been quiet and uneventful, except 
The Aliens for the Education Bill, which disturbed and divided the 
Question. Jewish community as it distracted the rest of the 

country. It finally perished, as it seemed, on the 
eve of an agreement being reached. The political frets and worries — 
of other years. have been present in only minor degree. The alien 
question has not been exploited in the Kast End—the multiplication of 
empty houses was financially inconsistent with such a course—and it has 
been allowed comparative rest in Parliament, the chief sponsor of this 
legislation (Sir WILLIAM Ey Ans-Gorpon) having retiredfrom the scene of 
his former triumphs. The Act itself has been administered witha varying 
degree of vigour and severity, butalways withfretful irritation. Figures 
published in May show that, after deductions made in respect of transmi- 
grants, cabin passengers, and exempted second-class passengers, there was 
a balance of 38,527 aliens entering the United Kingdom during 
the first year of the operation of the Act. But whether these 
people stayed in the country or proceeded further afield, the official report 


was unable to state ; while the incompleteness of the return also rendered | 


it impossible to estimate the extent to which the foreign population was 
finally increased at the end of the year as the result of the entire 
passenger movement. Under the operation of the Act 193 persons were 
refused admission to the United Kingdom during the first year of its 
working, ata cost of close on £15,000. Expulsion orders were made in 287 
cases. The number of rejections is not a large one, compared with the 
total flow of immigration to these shores. But the administration of the 
Act is to be judged, not so much by the magnitude of the .numbers 
rejected, as by the humanity and fairness with which it is carried on ; 
and in this respect there has been strong ground for complaint. The 
complaints were summarised in the three letters addressed to the Home 
Office by the Board of Deputies in July, 1906, and--during the year under 
review—October and March last. The October letter called attention to 
the lack of uniformity in the decisions of the Immigration Board, particu- 
larly in the administration of the regulation as to means. It raised objec- 
tion to the facts that some members of the Board were interested in trades 
followed by immigrants; that, owing to the absence of accommodation 


for aliens, cases could often not be adjourned for further inquiries; that 


the method of collecting evidence, and the procedure at the hearing, 
militated against the aliens; that the interpretation was faulty; and that 
the direction of the Home Office as to political and religious refugees 
being given the benefit of the doubt was ignored. The Board further 
asked that in suitable cases the helpless foreigner should be allowed legal 
assistance. A reply to this letter was not sent until the following 
February. It proved to be entirely unsatisfactory, the only substantial 
concession contained in it being the announcement that the Immigration 
Board offices had been exchanged for more accessible accommodation in 


Great Tower Street. The Board passed a resolution expressing its 


disappointment at Mr. Guapsroner’s letter and directed a further reply 
(the March letter) to be sent to it, re-iterating the objections 
mentioned inthe preceding communication. But to this it is regrettable 
to say no answer has been vouchsafed by the Home Office. The 
Board of Deputies had, as far back as last December, discussed the 
aliens question at its annual meeting, and had, on the motion of Mr. 
Bentwicu, carried a resolution declaring that it was urgently necessary 
that steps should bo taken to secure the introduction ofa bill for the 
amendment of the Act. But a motion put at the monthly meeting of the 


Board in March last in favour of carrying out this recommendation was _ 


lost by a large majority, the Board feeling that the moment was 
inopportune for such action. Since then there has been a lull in the 
operation of the Act, followed more recently by a fresh outburst 
of activity, in the course of which old abuses have been aggravated by 
the inquisitorial heckling of witnesses on the part of members of the 
Immigration Board and by deliberations in secret. Although this. 


is not the place for discussing future Jewish action in respect 
to the Bill, it is clear that neither the conscience of the 
community nor the dictates of justice can allow the matter to rest where 
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to nothing. 


itis. As Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER pointed out at the annual meeting of the 
Board of Deputies, ‘‘an amendment of the Act is needed, for, however 
much its machinery aid the procedure under it may be capable of 
improvement, we must not lose sight of the fact that future Home Secre- 
taries may not be as sympathetic as the present one, and that, so long as 
the Act remains unamended, there is no guarantee that any improvement 
which may be introduced into its administration will be permanent.’’ 
Another question that has hitherto given much cause for 


Sunday thought in Eogland, and vexed the communities of the Con- 
Closing. tinent, is that of Sunday closing. This diflicult problem, 

however, was not so prominently to the fore asin the previous 
year. A Bill was, indeed, introduced into Parliament by a private mem- 


ber (Mr. Gopparp CLARKE), which had the crowning merit, in Jewish eyes, 
of permitting those who rest on Saturday to work on Sunday. Lateron 
in the year another private Bill was introduced-—this time by Sir CHARL&Es 
Ditke. But the new measure did not make the spscific provision for 
Jewish necessities contained in the Bill of Mr. Gopparp CLARKE. 
Neither of the Bills, however, passed through Parliament. In the debate 
that was raised in the House of Lords on the subjeét by Lord Avenury last 
March, Karl Beauciiamr, speaking for the Government, pleaded that the 
matter was not yet ripe for solution, and that the lines upon which 
legislation should proceed would probably become clearer if no hasty step 
were taken with regard to it. In spite of this shelving of the question by 
the Government, itis clear that a continuous and well-organised campaign 
will be continued in the interests of the Sunday closing movement. The 
Board of Deputies will have need to exert all the care which was 
promised by Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER at the annual mesting of the 
Board last December, if the interests of Jews are to be protected. 
In the meantime, Jews should put their own house in order by strengthening 
the respect for the Sabbath among their own coreligionsts. A move- 
ment t» this end aros3 spontaneously during the year; and from this, 
there broke off, in characteristic Jewish fashion, a second movement 
called the T’rades Union Sabbath Observance Society. The latter body 
held a meeting in the Eyst End on the question, the proceedings at which 
were greatly disturbed by some men of extreme political views. Generally, 
the community seems to have shrunk with a feeling of despair from this, 
one of the gravest of problems incidental to our position in the Diaspora, 


The question of naturalisation made a certain 
amount of progress in the course of the year. A 
demonstration, attended by several Members of 
Parliament, was held in Manchester, in May, to protest against the hich 
naturalisation fees, and elicited a strongly sympathetie letter from 
Mr. Winsro\ Citaxcaitt. A resolution was passed in favour of a deputa- 
tion waiting upon the Home Secakrary and the Primt MINisrer in order 
to lay before them the proposal for an immediate reduction in the fees. 
In the preceding |)ecember, it may be recalled, a like demonstration 
was held in’ Leeds, when a similar resolution in favour of reducing 
the fee and sending a deputation to the Hower Stcaerary was. carried. 
At the end of Jaly, the Piewier, accompanied by the CitaNCELLOR of the 
JER and the reesiveda Jewish deputation on the 
question, and returned a mos; sympathetic reply. The very mild prc- 
posals that were broached in the course cf the year for bringing together 
Jewish hiembers of Parliament for the discussion of important Jewish 
questions before they go prominently before the public, seems to have 
Leaving these questions of what may be called communal 
liaute politiyue, and coming to the more exclusively internal affairs of 
Anglo-Jewry, one. notices a_ particularly significant feature of 
the year’s records. There has been a distinct slackening of activity 
in the starting of new institutions. Here and there a rare attempt 
may have been made or continued in such a direction, asin inthe case of 
the proposal to found a Jewish hospital and home for the dying, and in the 
movement for strengthening the Sabbath Classes. But the communityasa 
whole has not embarked upon any ambitious philanthropic enterprise, 

The truth is that there is a general, more or less tacit, 
opinion that we have reached the end of our tether in 
these matters, and that the difficulty in financing existing 
institutions prevents the creation of any new charities. 
That difliculty has become accentuated rather than diminished during the 
past twelve months. It has driven our premier benevolent institution, 
the Board of Guardians, into the abnormal expedient of employing legacies 
to meat current expenditure. Even this course has failed to restore 
it to financial health, and a huge deficit for the current year appears 
inevitable. The new Beth Hamidrash, to take another example, has 
appealed in vain for adequate support, though if ever an institution

deserved assistance this was surely the one. Even the United Synagogue ~ 


has shown in recent years a growing financial weakness, and in February 
last adopted a series of proposals, the effect of which was to obtain an 


annual contribution of £650 from the Burial Society, and to alter the 


financial arrangements so as to make the overplus of the wealthier 
Synagogues less, and to bring other members of the Union into the 


circle of surplus synagogues. The impecuniosity of the Union likewise 


gave fresh force to the contention of those who desire to utilise the site 
of the New Synagogue in order to ease the general financial position, and 
a special committee was appointed by the Council in March to draft a 
scheme on the subject. One other feature which may also be mentioned 
in this connection is that no large sum was collected during the 
year for a leading Jewish institution. This may have been due to some 


* extent to the fact that many of these institutions had had their coffers 


filled at no distant prior date. But it may not be altogether wrong to 


connect to some extent this almost unique fact with the financial difficulty | 


to which we have referred. 


- Judging from such signs as are visible the com- 
munity seems to have recognised that the need is 
not so much for new public enterprises and- 

charities .as for the strengthening and _ consolidation of old 
ones: and this may be seen in the Federation. of the Jewish 
Friendly Societies—an admirable step of great utility--and in such 
proposals as that for the amalgamation of Jews’ and Aria Colleges, and the 
combination of charities for certain administrative purposes. It may also 
be detected, possibly, in the growing numbers and influence of the Board of 
Deputies. This body, to whose President (Mr. D. L. ALEXANDES) & well- 
deserved presentation was made in January, held its triennial elections 
in May; and at the inaugural meeting of the new Board Mr. ALEXANDER 
proudly announced ‘that for the first time in its history its membership 
exceeded one hundred. In the previous December the old Board 
had held its usual annual meeting, at which the aliens, education, and 
other. questions were discussed. 

: On its religious side the life of the ‘Anglo-Jewish com- 
Religious munity during the past year has also been, on the whole, 
Affairs. uneventful, though it would be wrong to assume that it 

was without movement or encouraging features. if our 
people are reluctant to break fresh ground in charitable or political 
work, they do not altogether rest idle and still in religious questions. 

While the old religious problems have not made any substantial progress 

towards solution, one can at least feel some satisfaction that they have 

not been totally ignored. In March, for instance, 4 conference of 
delegates from the religion classes attached to the various synagogues

was held, at which a union was formed of synagogue and other religion | 


classes, with the object of promoting the efficiency of religious instruction. 
The Union is said to have begun its work well. Steps are being taken 
to improve our arrangements for the training of Jewish ministers. On 
the retirement of Dr. FRIEDLANDER from the Principalship of Jews’ 
College after a long period of devoted service, Dr. BUcHLER Was pro- 
moted to the vacant position, and much hope is placed in his scholarship 
and general ability. A  sub-Committee has been appointed to 
consider the present condition of the preparatory class of the College 
and report whether any changes are desirable. In addition, the Council 
of the United Synagogue has appointed a Committee to examine and 
report cn the question whether any, and if so, what contribution should 
be given to Jews’ College by the Council. It is to be hoped that the 
inquiry which it will conduct into the working of the College will result 
in the strengthening of the seminary, not only financially, but in any 
other respect in which it may be found to need overhauling. In this 
connection mention should be made of the appointment of the Kev. J. 


~Areison, B.A., to the Principalship of Aria College, which has been | 


re-opened. Another item of religious interest is contributed by the 
opening of a new Talmud Torah at Bethnal Green. New synagogues have 
also been consecrated at Stockton and Manchester, but the number of 
London synagogues has not been added to--an unusual feature of Metro- 
politan Jewish life. The Birmingham Congregation, notable among provin- 
cial congregations for absolute unity of membership, celebrated, during the 
year under review, the jubilee of the present synagogue. The proposal of 
Lorp SWAYriLinGc to appoint a Chief Minister of the Federation; the 
negotiations for the amalgamation of tle Maiden Lane and Western 
Synagogues; the election of a new Chazan (the Rev. P, FA>senritp) at 
the Dalston Synagogue; the transference of the oftices of the United Syna- 
gogue to the re-constructed building in St. James’s Place (once the home 
of the Beth Hamidrash) ; and the symptoms of deepening interest in the syna- 
gogal cllices displayed at the annual elections in May, make up the scanty 


\ London synagogue records of the year. 


The secular life of the community in its relation with the rest of the 
population has not been devoid of incident, pleasant or otherwise. The 
question of Shechita, which has at other times created some uneasi- 
ness, Was not raised. Tie dismissal of the libel action brought by 
four butchers against the Manchester Shechita Board on account of 
the warning it issued to the community against buying their meat, 
was a result which, for the third time, established the rule. 
that the writ of the Cuier Rapp runs throughout Anglo-Jewry in 
such matters. There were several unpleasant occurrences which may be 
mentioned, such as the boycott of Jews ata club and a hotel in Leeds, 
the objection taken to the election of a Jew as Churchwarden in the 
parish of St. Botolph Without, Bishopsgate, and the passing of an 


offensive resolution by the Finance Committee of the Hackney Borough — 


Council calling for a return of a number of defaulting Jewish rate- 
payers. It ought not to be overlooked, however, that in the case of the 
Churchwarden incident the matter was probably not attributable to anti- 
Semitic prejudice, while in the matter of the Hackney Borough Council, 
the resolution was withdrawn and an expression of regret tendered that 
Jewish feelings should have been hurt. | 


Against these comparatively minor occurrences

tions, no fewer than seventeen Jewish candidates entered the field, 
of whom eight—a record number—were successful, -The members of 
Jewish birth were snbsequently increased to nine by the election of Lord 
as an Alderman.

White Hart Lane estate for members of the general population, 
irrespective of creed; the Jewish Exhibition held with great success in 


Whitechapel last November, followed by the ‘‘ Country in Town’’ exhibi- - 


tion at the same place in July; the dinner given by the Maccat:eans 
to the Lorp Mayor and Suerirrs; the efforts—not it is to be feared, 
very successful—to bring Jews into the universal’ peace movement ; and 
the shower of gifts poured alike on Jewish and general charities, but 
mostly on general charities, by Mr. and Mrs. BiscuorrsukiM in celebra- 
tion of their golden wedding last November. 


THE COLONIES. 


In Britain over-seas, first place is claimed in Jewish annals by the 
colonies in South Africa on account of the large and ever-increasing 
number of Jews to be found within them. Some indication of this 
growth is, as usual, provided by the increase in the synagogues dotted 
all over the sub-continent; new synagogues being opened or tkeir 
foundation stones laid, during the year at Ophirton, Kenhardt, Willow- 
more and Upington. Similar progress is noticeable in Rhodesia, where 
the Jewish population has been increasing, and promises, trade permitting, 
to reach a much higher figure in the next few years. In the Transvaal, 
two Jews found seats in the newly-created legislatuare—Mr. Max LANugr- 
MANN having been nominated by the High Commissioner a member of the 
Upper House, and Mr. Harry SoLtowon seeurirg election to the Lower 
House—and Jewish influence was further seen in tx« recognition of 
Into Kast Africa, round a proposed 
Jewish settlement in which so much heated discussion gathered, Jews are 


filtering in increasirg numbers, judging from the congregation formed at 


Nairobi during the year. | 

The year has seen a continued influx into Canada—-a minor land of 
promise in so many Jewish eyes—an influx characteristically illustrated 
by the building of a new synagogue at Winnipeg, and the opening of an 
additional one at Toronto (the ninth in that city). In Montreal alone there 
are now nearly 50,000 Jews, and it is to be observed that a movement has 
already been set on fcot to brirg about a prudent distribution of the 
immigrants. 

Jewish attention has been fastened with growing interest on the far 
Antipodes during the year, mainly as the result of the operations of the 
ito, to which reference is made elsewhere. Australian Jewry would 
ajpear to be in need, in some directions, of a revivifyirg stream of 
religiously loyal Jews, judging from such facts as the decline in the 
finances of the Melbourne Hetrew Congregation and the serious extent 
of the intermarriage canker. On the other hand, such encouraging facts as 
the formation of a new congregation at the town of Newcastle and the 
revival of the long defunct Sydney branch cf the Anglo Jewish Asso- 
ciation are to be noted. Our distinguished coreligionist, the Hon. Isaac 


A regrettable chapter in the Colonial history of the year is con- 
tributed by the terrible earthquake in Jamaica. A number of Jews 
were killed in the disaster, and much material damage was caused to our 
coreligionists. The three synagogues, as well as the Jewish alms- 
houses, were destroyed. A fund was raised in this country for the re- 
erection of some of these buildings. | 


LOOKING FORWARD. 


The prospect before us in the year that is just dawning is, 
as can be gathered from the retrospect of 0667, none too 
cheering. With more than five millions of our brethren under 
the merciless heel of cruel despotism in Russia and Roumania 
—with the constant wanderirg from end to end of the earth, of her men, 


- women and children, welcomed nowhere, always frowned upon as intruders, 


often cast forth as undesirables, crushed in the places of their birth for 


no sin except their adhesion to the Jewish faith, and refused the means of - 


escape, most often only because of the faults and frailties bred of their moral 
and physical ill-treatment—lIsrael is not in happy case. The persecution 
of her people is,’ perhaps, to-day her greatest anxiety, but she has 
others. If her sons and daughters suffer as they do in lands of 


oppression, the outlook in lands of freedom, from the Jewish point of 


view, is even sadder. True, our people suffer terribly where they are 
forced to slave their grinding lives under the taskmaster’s whip of 
latter-day Pharaohs. But what Jew worthy the name, shall not discern 
beneath the overlay of the grime and dirt of misery, of poverty, of hunger 
—ofthe constant battle in the black hell into which they were born—the 
illuminating brightness of souls cleaving steadfastly to the faith of their 
fathers, bearing all, suffering all, and yet not swerving from the religion 
to which they hold as to the rock of their salvation. A little

‘holy ”’ water sprinkled on their sorrow-wrinkled faces—symbol 
cf conversion to tte dominant creed—would bring them 
alleviation from many a burden and give them material ease. 


To their glory, be it said, they prefer the burning tears that dim with 
little intermittance their saddened eyes welling from the holiest font— 
their true and steadfast hearts. In lands of freedom the reverse of this 
presents itself. There our people are at rest, prospering and walking on 
** the high places of the earth.’’ Bearing themselves proudly, even haughtily, 
there is no man to make them afraid. Brilliant contrast, to be sure, to 
their brethren bound in bonds of oppression! But bereath the veneer of 
bright happiness, Israel beholds a sorry sight. She sees her sons and 
daughters flinging aside unconcerned every call of faith, yielding 


| readily, nay, anxiously awaiting the opportunity of casting away, every 
| demand of Judaism at the bidding of social advancement and material well- 


being. Here, then, is an even blacker hell than that of oppression. It is 
a hell outwardly decked and gilded—alluring the unwary, inviting the 
weak, trapping the thoughtless. It is the hell of assimilation, and into 
its unyielding gates year by year sink numbers of Israel's 


‘Children. We can but look on with regret, perhaps with pity, but there 


ig in this nothing to mitigate our sorrow, no bright quality to give us 
hope or to relieve the drabness of the dark picture. 

Here, then, at the dawn of another year, the Jewish problem confronts 
us—the problem of many a year, but each year growing tenser and more 
acute—the finding for Judaism and Jewry a worthy, an honourable, a con- 
sistent resting-place between the two hells of oppression and assimilation 
——a mean between the anti-Judaism of others and the anti-J udaism of our- 
selves. To this end must our minds be bent; in all we undertake this 
supreme duty must be ever before our eyes. We do not withal despair of 
Jewry working out its salvation. Tried in a thcusand fires our people will 
surely prove themselves in the end worthy of their past, worthy of them- 
selves, worthy of the future which the best sons and daughters of our race 
have marked out for them. The task before us is a mighty one, but so 
is the yet-available force of Jewish energy, Jewish courage and Jewish 
patience that is neither crushed by oppression nor paralysed by pros- 
perity. On this we rely, and we believe we shall not rely in vain. 

Within a few hours 5667 will have gone over to history. We join the 
whole house of Israel in the earnest prayer: 
—-Oh! our Father, our King, grant unto us arew a year of good!

In London we have had to deplore the loss of Dr. ADOLrH NEUBAUER, 
the brilliant scholar; the Rev. Davip Fay, once a tower cf strergth to 
the cause of religious education; Gesrave ECHORSTEIN, an eminent 
physician who gave freely of his abilities to the poor, and did notewcrthy 
service to the cause of Jewish charity; Mr. Freperick G. 
pious and charitable Jew, and a leading figure in the West London Syna- 
gogue; Mr. Isado Joseru, a fine type of communal worker ; and the Rev. 
SUSMAN Collin, the former senior Dayan. (Other worthies who were called 
hence and whose good work amply deservea word of recollection here, include 
Mr. Simgkon LazaArcts, an ardent benefactor of the Jews’ Hospital and 
Orphan Asylum and other charities, and former Warden of the Bayswater 
Syragogue; Mr. VAN PRAAGH, the pioneer in England of the lip- 
system of reading for the deaf and dumb; Mr. Bernarp Korres, who did 
zealous service for several ckaritable institutions and in synagogal affairs ; 
Mr. Puittire VALLENTINE, the veteran Jewish bookseller and beadle of the 
Central Synagogue ; and Mr. Ben Davis, an East End worthy of rugged 
personality and large heart, who eagerly befriended his coster colleagues 
and did not a little for charitable purposes. In this connection one may 
mention a somewhat detached member of the race who passed away in the

A number of worthy provincial Jews were lost to their coreligionists 


in the course of the year—men of undoubted mark who had shown great 


devotion to Jewish interests, while achieving distinction in the affairs of 
their respective towns. Among these were Mr. B. I. BeLisuA, who not only 


wroughtadmirably for the local needsof Manchester, but also exerted himself 
unselfishly and energetically in the more imperial concerns of the race, 


particularly in the questions of the Russian and Roumanian 


bondage. Dublin Jews were rendered the poorer by the death of Mr. 


J. D. Rosentuat, the solicitor and hon. secretary of the local Congrega- 
tion, who stood for everything that was best in his profession, and was 
devoted to the cause of his poorer brethren. In Birmingham the com- 
munity was deprived of its President, Mr. DAvip HoLLANDER, an ever 
present figure where its interests were concerned, and a man of sympa- 
thetic nature and sound judgment. Another serious loss to Birmingham 


Jews was that of Mr. B. H. Josern, an ex-President of the Congregation, 
who was intimately associated with practically the entire public life of the 
community, and who took a prominent share in the general public work 
of the city. The Jews of Hull were unfortunate in losing two of their most 
distinguished members. One of them was Mr, Alderman 8S. CoHEN, 
preminent not only in the lccal affairs of the town, but in those of the 
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- Jewish community to whom he rendered good service as President and 


Warden of the Synagogue in Robinson Row. The other was Mr. Alderman 
Joun Symons—‘‘ Alderman John,’’ as he was popularly called. Like Mr. 
Alderman Conen, he had become, by dint of long service on the govern- 
ing body of the city, the Father of the Council. Mr. Symons had filled 
the office of Sheriff, and was a Trustee of the local congregation. Ip 
Swansea there died Mr. Simon Goupperc, J.P., who was head of the 
Jewish community of the town, besides being conspicuously identified 
with non Jewish affairs in that part of South Wales. Besides Mr. 
BexisHA, the Sephardim of Manchester suffered three other bereave- 
ments. Tae first was Mr. Cuarces I. SAssoon, one of the trustees of the 
Sephardic Congregation and a liberal contributor to the synagogue and 
the various educational and charitable institutions in the city. The 
second was Mr. Jacosp ELiA ABDELA, an active member of the Committee 
of the Spanish and Portuguese Community ; and the third was Mr. MARco 


Ex1A Levi, who was at onetime President of the Sephardic Congregation of | 


Manchester, and otherwise interested in the philanthropic organisations 
of the great Lancashire city, though he had latterly resided in London. 


Many good Jewesses were gathered unto their people in 


the year just ended, including Mrs. GoopMaAn, pious 
Jewess, talented artist and distinguished member of a dis- 
tinguished family; Mrs. Kuiscu, who gave, her 


children, some of its best workers to the community; Mrs. MAURICE 
Beppinaton, the widow of a prominent communal philanthropist ; Miss 
Lucy Congen, generous benefactress to many institutions, whose death 
removed the last link with a former generation of the Roruscuttps; Miss 
ApicAtiL Samopa, a highly-gifted lady, who had taken an active part in 
the education of poor Jewasses, and was the last of the famous family of 
SAMUDA, or rather of that section of it which remained true to Judaism ; 
Mrs. IsgAgL Davis, who was honourably associated with various public 
institutions; Mrs. JAMES CASTELLO, daughter of Mr. Exits FRANKLIN, and 
a lady of charming and sympathetic character ; and Mrs. Lewis-HiLt, who 
will be remem»ered for her munificant bequests to charity. 


The Jewries abroad have lost many conspicuous mem- 
bers. Jewish scholarship, as has already been mentioned, 
was heavily stricken by the ceath of such men as Boner, 
the most prolific Jewish man of letters of his time; and S1TEINe 
SCHNEIDER, the famous bibliographer, ‘‘the last of the great 
herves of modern Jewish letters.’’ Other brilliant Jewish savants 
who passed away included Senator AscoLi, the great philologist; Dr. 
HraMANn Couns, of Breslau, an eminent oculist, and the author of 
many articles and dissertations; Dr. Worr Becuer, of Berlin, a pro- 
minent figure in Garman medicine; Professor M&NbDEL, also of Barlin, 
a famous specialist on nervous diseases, and member of the Raichstag ; 
Herr Aibert Wotr, of Dresden, writer on and collector of Jewish coins 
and art objects; Dr. Jacos the eminent Garman pbhilo- 
sopher; Prof. BeRNARD STADE, an able writer on Old Testament subjects, 
and the author of a Hebrew Grammar and a Hebrew Dictionary ; Dr. 
HERMANN BAERWALD, the former headmaster of the ‘' Raalschule der 
Israelitischen Gemeinde,’’ of Frankfort-on-theMaine; Dr. EMILE JAVAL,

the famous French oculist, who was himself blind; Prof. Herirain, the 


brilliant American scientist; Rabbi De. Kroner,of Borlin, a scholar and 
sage, and superintending teacher of the Jewish religion at the High Schools 
in Charlottenberg; Dr. Boris Branpt, of St. Petersbarg, tha well-knowa 
national economist and founder of the Society for the acquisition of rights 
for the Russian Jows; and Dr. Lewis M. Dewpitz, a distinguished 
American lawyer and scholar. A number of Jews who won fame in other 
walks of life died in the course of the year. 
these was M. DANIEL Osinis, a wealthy patron of art, literature and 
science, whose benefactions to charity, in death as in life, ware of truly 
regal proportions. Several others had adorne1 the sphere of belles 
lettres—Dr. OskAR LEVERTIN, Professor of Swedish literature in Upsala— 
poet, moralist and historian; W. BcsNacu, a nephew of the famous com- 


_ poser HALEvy, and himself a dramatic author of repute ; and Maurice H. 


VAN LtE, a distinguished Balgian publicist, who subsequently became 
Chief of Division in the Ministry of the Interior. Politics and j urnalism 
are also represented in the death-roll of the year by the names of Herr 
GorrLigs Bonpy, member of the Bohemian Diet, and author 
of a history cf the Bohemian Jews; and Court Coun- 
cillor RirreEz VON Prawy, editor of the Fremdenblatt, and the 
author of celebrated legal works. In MAx LéwenreLp, again, 
there was lost one of the most conspicuous of Jewish actors; and in 
MaAvaice Grav a world-renowned impresario. Herr Simon SAcus, the 
President of the Jewish community in Stockholm, who died last January, 
represented Turkey as Consul-General ; while a compatriot, Lupvic 
LEvissonN, who also died. during the year, had acted as Consul 
in South Sweden for Austria-Hungary. In France there passed 


away the distinguished Jewish soldier, Colonel MANNHEIM; 
in Holland, Mr. EpwArp W. Van RAALte (one of the Com- 


missioners of Police of Amsterdam), Mr. D. Lorez pe Leao LAGONA

JEWISH LITERATURE IN 5667. 


The past year has been made exceptionally notable in Jewish literary 
annals by two publications, both of which come from Egypt. The Assuan 
Papyri gave to the world a new light on the condition of the J ows in the age 
of Ezra (fifth century B.C.f.). Professor Flinders Petrie, in his Hyksos and 
Israelite Cities,” identified the site of the famous Temple of Onias which 
coexisted in Egypt with the Temple in Jerusalem during the Maccab:ean 
period. This identification is not yet entirely accepted, but there can be 
no question but that Petrie’s excavations and the unearthing of the Assuan 
documents stand foremost among the contributions of the year to the history 
of Israel’s past. 


There has, too, been a milder sensation in another field. Half the world 
it is said doss not know how the other half lives. Now, men do not live by 
bread alone; and in regard to the books by which man’s spirit is nourished 
there prevails a similar but more extensive nescience. To most readers of 
this column it will come as a surprise that Jewish scholars have been agitated 
for some months past, as to the question whether a recently edited Talmudical 
text is genuine or a forgery. The Palestinian version of the Talmud, more 
complete than the Babylonian in the parts dealing with agriculture, is other- 
wise far less comprehensive. But now we have before us a whole tractate 
of the Palestinian Talmud (Chullin) which had been lost for centuries. The 
editor has done his level best to wrap his text in the gravest suspicion ; his 
account of the provenance and present whereabouts of the manuscript is— 
such as no cautious scholar can accept without supreme hesitation. Still 
the question is not by any means settled, and it will be some little time 
bafore a satisfactory conclusion is arrived at on the basis of a minute 
examination of the text itself. 


- But the year has been notable in other ways. At the recent Jewish 
Literary Congress much pessimistic language was used with regard to the 
literary outlook, especially in England. Such a view is, however, utterly 
opposed to the facts. In England, as in Germany, there are tokens of a wide- 
spread literary revival. There has not for many years been published a 
finer or more useful book than Mr. G. F, Abbott’s “Israel in Europe.”’— This 
work deserves the widest recognition and ought to achieve an unequivocal 
success. Here we find a Christian writer taking a survey of Israel’s fate 
among the nations, and arriving on the whole at generous conclusions as to 
Israel's service to Western civilisation and development. This volume, if it 
stood alona, would confer distinction on the past year. Next may be named 
the Jews’ College Jubilee Volume. Abroad, of courss, such volumes are 
common. Ths Seminary reports always contain essays by the staff (such as 
this year Barth's on philological points and Miiller’s on the Strophaic theory). 
But in England we have had to wait for fifty years for such a volume from 
Jews’ College. It was worth waiting for. Herein we have a vindication of 
Anglo-Jewish scholarship ; for, despite certain weak items in it, it is on the 
whole a fine production, and it shows that Professor Biichler has material on 
which to graft Continental methods and his own original inspiration. The 
settlement of this scholar in England is an event of much significance, 


coming a3 it does at a more receptive moment than could have been pre~ 
viously found. | 


setween Jewish literature in English-speaking lands and in other parts 
of the world the main differenca is that in the former literature and life are 
more closely associated. [nglish-speaking Jews take little interest in 
literature as such. Books must come into relation with life b2fore they have. 
any general effect. Is this altogether regrettable? It is in one sense a 
weakness. Abroad, scholarship counts for a distinction in and for itself. 
Tais is illustrated by the losses sustained during the year. Steinschneider 
(1816-1907), was a scholar ; he took little or no part in communal politics or 
religious controversy. But he was universally acclaimed as the head of the 
Jewish world. N:ubauer (1831-1907), a man of similar type, was an exotic in 
England. He was admired and honoured in Oxford, but was not worshipped 
as Steinschneider was in Berlin. Kreudenthal (1839-1907), for many years 
past had borne no part in the communal life of Breslau, and of the four 
great men of letters whose loss we lament only Buber (1827-1906) 
was at once a famous writer and an interested participator in 
the public affairs affecting the Jewry of Lemberg. In England and 
America a scholar who is nothing more cin find no place whatever. He is 
de trop. We have no Jewish College where men can study literature in and 
for itself. Ifa student, say, wishes tostudy Bible and Rabbinics he must go to 
‘Oxford or Cambridge. Jews’ College is a technical training school for 
ministers and teachers, fulfilling a great and necessary function, yet falling 
short of all that it might achieve as a place where the literature of Judaism 
can be acquired with no ulterior professional motives. Yet the English and 
American attitude has its advantages as well as its drawbacks. For, if it 
be true that the great ideal is the discovery of truth without regard to con- 
sequences, yet a strong stimulus to the discovery of truth is the existence of 
a vital iaterest in the truth or even ina part of the truth. Such interest is 
the motive which has produced several important volumes this year in 
English. Dr. David Philipson'’s admirable ‘' History of the Reform Movement 


in Jadaism” could, at this jancture, be writtea only in America. American 


Jewry is still deeply moved by the problem of Judaism, and France alone 
among the European landa is showing itself alive to the necessities of our 
day. Here, the Jewish Religious Union, by publishing Mr. N. 8. Joseph’s 
pamphlet on “The Essentials of Judaism,” has inaugurated a new and pro- 
mising epoch. The same writer has also given us a new edition of his 
delightful manual, entitled “ Religion Natural and Revealed.” There is the 
same difference between these as between Maimonides’ “Guide” and his 
“Code.”” In the Essentials we have Mr. Joseph’s personal faith; in the 
Manual, his exposition of Judaism as held by a mass of English Jews. Here 
may be noted the Rev. Morris Joseph's “ Message of Judaism,” a volume of 
sermons which deserves to be placed in the same rank as Dr. Maybaum’s 
new (German) volume of pulpit addresses. In another way notable is the 
Rev. 8. Levy's “ Original Virtue and Other Essays,” a welcome and able 
contribution to Jewish theology. Dr. J. H.Greenstone’s “ Messiah Idea in 
Jewish History” is.also a good book on an important aspéct of Jewish 
theology ; the same subject is treated by M. Rabinson in “ Le 
Messianisme dans le Talmud et les Midraschim.” Dr, J. 8S. Raisin’s 
sad Sect, Creed and Custom in Judaism’’ belongs to a different category. 
Like Mr, Laurie Magnus’s “ Religio Laici’’ and the volume on “Judaism ’” 
in Constable’s shilling series, Dr. Raisin attempts an “ apologetic.” 


_“ Apologetic ’’ is not identical with “apology.” In Apologetics the 
writer attempts to present from within the contents of a religion in order 
to meet the attacks made upon it from without. In one sense the White- 
chapel Exhibition was one of the most effective “ apologetics ”"—it showed 
what Jewry has done and can do. But we must here confine ourselves to 
literary apologetics, This branch of literature is flourishing in Austria and 
Germany to an encouraging extent. In this sense the Continent is rapidly 
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_ the new-born German interest in the problems that count. 
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becoming anglicised. There was, a quarter of a century back, a momen 
when apologetics flourished abroad. But this was in reply to the wave of 
anti-Semitism. What was needed was not defence, but exposition, and this, 
in modern times, was begun by -Friedlinder, of Vienna, and carried further 

; on. During the past year the process has been 
quickened by the publication of Dr. Giidemann’s “ Jiidische Apologetik,” a 
striking work which it is to be hoped the author will complete in a fuller and 
more adequate treatise. Eschelbacher’s “ Protestant Criticism of J udaism,”’ 
and Ziegler’s “Struggle between Judaism and Christianity” in the first 
centuries of the current era, Kellermann’s “Kritische Beitrige zur 
Enstehuogsgeschichte des Christentums ” are all three good examples of 
Apologetical in 
the best sense are all the recent writings of Dr. Biichler, who is happily 
grapriing with the New Testament criticism of Pharisaism. Professor 
Herioann Cohen (of Marburg) has also entered the arena, and in a more 
general way, from the point of view of abstract ethics, in such books as his 
* Religion und Sittlichkeit,” is justifying Judaism before the philosophical 
world. It is wonderful to what an extent the ‘New Theology” is 
unconsciously tending in the same direction. Here we have a theology 
which represents in an essential sense a reversion to Judaism, though it 


pushes the theory of the Divine Immanence to lengths which land it in 
Pantheism. 


In other ways, too, the relation between Judaism and other cultures of 
the world is occupying attention. Wendland’s essay on the influence of 
Hellenism on Judaism and Christianity deserves a first mention in this 
connection. Going further back into the remoter past, the indebtedness of 
Judea to Babylonia still forms a pressing subject of inquiry, and a mere list of 
books on this question would occupy several columns. Delitzch himself has 
returned to the charge in his Mehr Licht.” But “more light” is not con- 
firming his theories. Baentsch in his epoch-making book on “ Monotheismus ”’ 
has upset some of the current theories as to the late origin of Hebrew 


Monotheism. We have a Sabbath question in practical Jowish life, and there © 


is a Sabbath question in Assyriology. Did the ancient Babylonians know a 
weekly Sabbath? So far, the evidence seems to answer this in the negative. 
It is satisfactory to note that a Jewish scholar is taking a foremost place in 
the controversy, and in the best way. Prof. M. Jastrow (of Philadelphia), 


has nearly completed the serial publication of his great work (in German) on 


the Religion 'of Assyria and Babylonia. Such problems and others of a 
different kind have made even the biblical literature of the year controversial. 
The conflict between the critical school and the traditionalists was never more 
acute. On the one hand we have the phenomenon of Kabana’s Hebrew critical 
edition of the Bible, to which, during the year,the ‘‘ Minor Prophets” have 
been added. Briggs’ “ Psalms,’’ Driver's “ Jeremiah,” Budde’s “Geschichte 
der Althebriiische Litteratur,’’ Cheyne’s ‘‘ Traditions and Beliefs of Ancient 
Israel,’ are among the best of the critical works of the year. To these must 
be added English translations of Cornill’s ‘ Introduction’’ and Marti’s 
‘Religion of the Old Testament.” Marti, by the way, ha3 taken over the 
editorship of Stade’s Zeitschrift since the founder's daath. To this periodical 
Professor Bacher and other Jewish scholars are frejusnt contributors. 
Hencefor h the Zeitschrift is to appear every three instead of every 
six months. Most of the Jewish work on the Bible has, however, 
been on the conservative side. Dr. Hoffmann has completed his commentary 
on Leviticas, and Dr, 8. Jampel has, in his work on “ Esther,’’ attempted a 
justification of the authenticity of the story therein related—in striking 


contrast to Prof. Paul Haupt’s essay “ Purim,’ in which the whole is regarded. 


asa legend. Dr. Streane’s ‘“ Esther ” (in the Cambridge series), occupies a 
position midway between these extremes. Dr. Radpath's “ Ezekiel” (in the 
Westminster Commentaries), is also a thoroughly conservative piece of work. 
A word must finally be said in this connection in praise of Prof. Smend’s edition 
of Ecclesiasticus. | 


[t was mentioned above that in previous years Jewish apologetics abroad 
took the form of a reply to anti-Semitism. It is an ill-wind that blows no- 
one any good. Undoubtedly a great interest in Judaism was aroused by the 
ill-wind of sectarian hatred. Professor Wiinsche then began his great series 


of translations of the M:drashim into German. Anti-Semites bought the 


translations to attack Rabbinism ; philo-Semites acquired them for purposes 
of defence. The interest once aroused was not easily quenched. The same 
veteran translator has now begun a new series, and his “ Aus Israel’s Lehr- 
hallen ’’ will include many of the minor Midrashim. An English translation 
of the greater Midrash (Rabba) has beguo in America. More important still 
is the appearance of Part III. of Theodor’s new critical edition of the 
original text of the Rabba. While on this subject, attention may be drawn 
to other editions of the Rabbinic texts, such as Lunez’s Tractate Berachoth 


in the Palestinian Talmud, which same work is usefully illustrated by | 


Ratner’s “ Love of Zion ’’—citations from the Yerushalmi in the writings of 
the older authorities. Oae welcomes such books, too, as A. Rosenzweig’s on 
“Dwelling Houses in the Mishnah,” M. Guttmann’s “ Mafteach Hatalmud,” a 
new volume of Halevi’s “ Doroth Ha-rishonin,” a volume (in English) on the 


_great commentator on the Talmud (Rashi) by Liber, and two popular books 


of a high level of merit, Rapaport’s * Midrash”. and Montagu's “ Tales from 
the Talmud.” 


The vast progress made by Hebrew as a living language has been one of 
the features of the year. Zionism has borne its part in this revival, though 
some of us who are not Zionists are strongly attached to the movement. The 
fame into which the peet Byalik has leaped, the issue of the first part 
of Eisenstein and Broydé's Hebrew Eacyclopzedia, the publication of the first 
number of a new Hebrew quarterly Hakedem, are a few of the many indica- 
tions which could be adduced in proof of the spread of a popular knowledge 
of Hebrew. The new Hebrew is becoming the medium, too, for the intrusion 


of much that is non-Hebraic in essence; perhaps the most arresting illus- — 


Omar Khayyam. Curiously enough, while Hebrew is being pushed into the 
position of a common language for Jews, a Jew has been founding Esperanto 
as a universal language for all men. In the revival, however, of an essential 
Jewish culture Yiddish is still playing a greater part than Hebrew. It is, 
therefore, a matter for satisfaction that some of Peretz’s stories have been 
made accessible in English by Miss Helena Frank. It is all a medley, and 
the cross-currents are becomiog inextricably intermingled.

Though the Festival occurs exception ¢}lyearly this year, it 
will not fail to draw Jews away from the summer resorts and back to their 
homes. Places of worship will be crowded as usual, and the community 
will once more present the spectacle of a serious-minded people with whom

- religion is ever the first concern. Forno race or denomination take the 


New Year so seriously as ourselves. By others it is celebrated in carnival 
fashion. We are the only people who have utilised it as a season of 
religious revival. For us the New Year is essentially a Day of Memorial, 
and the Day of Memorial is a Day of Judgment—a day which brings into 
prominence the teaching of human accountability to God upon which all 
religion may be said to be based. All the solemn thoughts that such 
teaching suggests are presented to the worshipper’s mind by a heart- 
moving liturgy and a ceremonial of striking impressiveness. They are 
enforced hy the weird notes of the Shofar, by the white garb of the syna- 
gogue and its ministrants, by the preparatory days of Selichoth, even by 


the quaint rite of the “‘ Tashlich.’’ The value of such a celebration is quite 


independent of any question as to when the world was created, or of the 
belief in a heavenly assize held on any particular day. All divisions of 
time are necessarily artificial. Bat for the Jews the first of Tishri will 
always mark the solemn commencement of a new period of time, and 
suggest the high uses to which it may be put. Like the Day of Atone- 
ment, with which it is connected, it calls the worshipper before the 
tribunal of his own conscience, it bids him reflect upon his past career | 
with all its shortcomings and neglected opportunities, and thus it becomes 
in the fullest sense a Day of Judgment, and inscribes the spiritual fate 
which the following Day of Atonement will sal. The Jew who does not 
heed the call of these days has largely forfeited his religious birthright, and 
for all practical purposes ceases to be a member of the Brotherhood of 
Israel Fortunately, the number of such delinquents, although sufficiently 
large to give us sorry heed, is as yet comparatively few and while they 
so remain we necd entertain no fears for the vitality of Judaism.

_ the vigilance of the Prefect (General Grigorie ff). The humanity of the 


Prefect, however, has cost him not only his health but the 
sympathies of his official superiors. A few days ago he was 
denounced to M. Stolypin by the Odessa Black Hundred, and was con- 
sequently summoned to St. Petersburg by the l’remier. ‘The Prefect, | 
in his interview with M. Stolypin, ruthlessly exposed the situation. He 
told the Premier bluntly that Odessa was in the hands of the Union of 
Russian People; that a reign of terror was in progress there; 
that on several occasions he had had to exert himself to the utmost to 
prevent pogroms; and that the semblance of order could be restored 
only by the suppression of the Union. Failing such a course, said 
General Grigorieff, he would find it impossible to remain at this post. 
Bat the only reply of M. Stolypin was to call for his immediate 
resignation. In other words, the only counterpoise to Baron Kaulbars— 
who, as Governor-General of Odessa, was hand in glove with the Black 
Hundreds—was removed. Our correspondent at Odessa, writing on the 
morrow of this monstrous betrayal, expressed the gravest uneasiness at 
the prospects which it opened up for the Jewish population. ‘* Prepara~- 
tions of every kind for a pogrom on a grand scale have,” 
he declared, ‘‘been made long ago. The authors had made 
up their minds for a favourable moment, which, it is feared, may now 
present itself in the retirement of General Grigorieff.’’ The prediction 
has been rapidly verified. The police have abdicated their fanctions- 
The Black Hundreds are in open control. And Jews are being killed and — 
wounded in scores, and with impunity. The influence of such a surrender 
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upon the Union of ltussian People in otier towns, and the discouragement 
it will give to honourably disposed officials, may be easily imagined. 
Indeed, the ‘‘ Union”’ is already breaking bourds in several places, and 
is clearly making. for a repetition of the pogroms of 1905, At the 
moment it is clamouring for the pardon of the pogromists of 190 ; and to- 
morrow its clamour may be satisfied and a great gaol delivery may let 
loose a band of brigands on the Jewish population. Tere 
is neither law nor order for the Jew cf Russia, The new year is indeed 
opening in thick darkness for our unhappy Russian coreligionists. 


We are glad to see that at least one member of 
the Immigration Board, Mr. J. Hi. Polak, has had

at the the courage and the spirit to protest against the 
Immigration absurd proceedings of some members of that body. 
Board. We have already had occasion to direct attention 

to the brow-beating of witneases called by the 
immigrants. These people—who are not criminals but men who have 


come, possibly at personal expense, to do a kind action—are cross-— 
questioned on such subjects as the amount of income-tax they paid last 

year. One witness has been asked whether he was engaged in piecework 

or worked at a weekly salary, while another has been closely 

examined as to the number of barn-gallons of milk he sells 

to his customers in a _ single week. All this may be of 

deep interest to the members of the Board, but it is likely to 
deter witnesses from testifying at all, and is thus calculated to 

defeat the ends of justice. It was as well, therefore, that when a similar 

proceeding was indulged in last Monday, Mr. Polak intervened with a 

strong protest. It is not the business of the Board, he declared, to ask a 

man about his private affairs. ‘‘Her>,’ he remarked, ‘‘ we have a 

respectable man, who has come for the purpose of giving evidence, and it 

is not right to question him in this fashion.”’ | 


— 


Mr. Polak also put in a useful objection to the 
habit of the Chief Immigration Officer in comment- 
ing on the cases which have come under his notice 
, for investigation. The Board, he pointed out, 
could form their own opinions on the matters submitted to them. Most 
people will agree that it is an unfortunate thing for any executive to be 
run by its olflicials, and in the case of the aliens who are strangers in this 
country and, as such, entitled to chivalrous treatment, the necessity for 
independent decisions by the responsible authorities is especially urgent. 
We can only hope thac Mr. l’olak and members of the Board who 
may be in sympathy with him, will direct their attention to the other 
abuses of administration, suchas the failure of the ollicials to give full 
notice to witnesses of the sittings of the Board. We notice, for instance, 
that a question arose, in the case of an alien last \londay, as to whether 
the money in the immigrant’s possession was really his own, as he persis- 
tently asserted, or whether it had been lent to him by his brother, as an 
oflicer stated on the authority of a housekeeper who was in the brother's 
. employment. (se would have thought that the simylest thing would have 
been to call the brother. But instead of that the Board appears to have 
made up its mind to believe the housekeeper, and thereupon rejceted the 
immigrant. .\ second abuse which was illustrated by last \londay’s proceed- 
ings, and to which Vr. Polak might turn his attention, is the absurd lack of 
uniformity in the decisions of the Board. A man of fifty-two years of 
age e.j., was excluded a week ago although his son was ale and willing to 
support him. ‘This week an elderly woman was admicted, in consequence 
of an undertaking by her son-in-law to lcok after her. Surely a son might 
be trusted to perform a filial obligation with as much loyalty as a son-in-

Attempts have been made 
before now to create a scare in London on the supposed prevalence of 
trachoma among immigrants, and it might be as well it the same care were 
exercised in London as is characterising our brethren in the | nited States.

2. ‘These papers atlord gratifying evidence of the esteem in which the retiring 
Governor is held by all classes of the population of the Colony, and I have read 
them with much pieasure, 

5. In the address presented to Sir M. Nathan on his departure reference has 
been made to the many iniportant services which he rendered to the Colony during 
the period of his administration. | cordially associate myself with all that was said 
on the occasion, and I fully sympathise with the regret, so generally expressed, that 
his connection with Hong Kong has not extended to the full term during which a 
Governor ordinarily holds office.

I congratulate those responsible for the movement upon the opening of 
the New Synagogue at Higher Broughton, Manchester. Manchester is a 
great city and its Jews form a great community, and one wonders not that a 
new synagogue has been established in the pretty suburb of Higher 

Broughton, but that it was not established long ago to 
meet the religious needs of suburban Manchester. There 
is no doubt that long distance from a place of worship 
interferes not only with synagogue attendance but with 
the spirit of attachment which regular attendance at 
Synagogue engenders. There is everything to be gained by the establish- 
ment in a flourishing suburb of a synagogue with all its accessories, which 
mean, in many Cases, mach more than the synagogue itself, viz. religion 
classes, intercourse brought about by communal activities and the friend- 
ships which arise therefrom. It is some years since | visited Higher 
Broughton, and then it was to spend a memorable evening with the late 
Rev. Lawrence Simmons. What Mr. Singer was to London, Lawrence

Simmons was to Manchester—and something more. I have. known many 


Jewish ministers in my time, but no-one who to me, as to many others, repre- 
sented more completely the very best type of minister of religion. Simmons 
was a man of scholarly attainments and saintly disposition. He was a man of 
the world, yet unworldly. He was a fine preacher, ‘vithout the least trace of 
pedantry, and was the friend of everyone and of everything. He was the 
minister of the Reform Congregation, but anyone in Manchester would at 
once havenamed him as perhaps the most unquestionably orthodox Jew in 
the city. His heart was with the poor, of whom he was the tried and beloved 
friend. None of the many social and educational enterprises in Manchester 
seemed complete without him, none could fail when it had secured the 
co-operation of his magnetic personality. It could be said of him that he 
was 
| In wit, a man; simplicity, a child. 
if only the new synagogue could secure as its minister a man like Mr. 
Simmons, or, if that be too much to hope for at once, one imbued as he 
nodertakes ‘the new work, with the old tradition which Simmons founded, 
then indeed would the new congregation start upon its career with every 


hope of that success which the entire comunity will join in wishing for it. 


I am writing almost on the eve of Rosh Hashanah, and I am old-fashioned 


enough to feel, in advance, the influence of the solemn days which are 
approaching. When I was a boy, everything at this time of year centred 
around the one supreme interest, that of the sacred days and the solemn 
services. I have seen many changes in others, I have 
experienced maby in myself. But in this respect I have not 
changed, nor do I think that I shall until the end. I have been 
more or less mixed up, in various and varying capacities, 
with questions of synagogue management and, of late years, circumstances 
have led me to think very often and very deeply about a question which 
recurs regularly at this time of year, in reference to which | see many 
difliculties, 1 regret to say, more clearly than | see their solution. |! have 
already referred in this column to the question of inadequacy of synagogue 
accommodation on the New Year and Day of Atonement for the sons and 
daughters of congregants who have no regular seats of their own, and are 
crowded out of the place of worship by the * Holiday Seatholder,’’ who comes 
with his guinea or two as a kind of stall-holder. I should be surry to quarrel 
with the inclization of this person to take part in a religious service, 
though I do seriously deplore the thinness of his tie to the communion. He 
has his needs and I have no wish to belittle them. So have the young men 
and women, and I resent their being ignored. But there is still one class of 
persons who have even a larger share of my sympathy, who wish to take part 
in. the synagogue service on the greatest days of the year, who feel the 
occasions keenly and who need the services even more keenly still, but who 
aré debarred from entry into the synagogue. I refer to the man who has 
lost his seat in his synagogue because of his inability to keep up the pay- 
ment for his membership. Where shall he pray ?

. The rules of the United Synagogue are in many ways excellent. Some- 
times when they are not excellent they are to a large extent inevitable. Our 
Synagogues are not endowed and they have to pay their way. But this does 
not ailect the hardships, nay,even the cruelty, of the position of the man 
with whem the world has gone wrong, who has fallen by the

See what happens 
Defaulter. to him. His seat has been forfeited in lis own synagogue. If 


he applies elsewhere there is a black mark against him in the 
books of every other synagogue in the union. They may have vacant seats 


‘to let, but he cannot have them. If he had never recognised bis communal 
obligations and had never paid to any synagogue, he could come with his 


guinea or two guineas and have a seat in the front row. But he has recog- 
nised his communal obligations and has paid to the institution what may 
have amounted in the course of years to a very large sum. 
But he must remain outside in exile while the stall-holder is free and 
welcome to enter. What is this man todo? Is he to trudge to the East End 
and attend a service at the Assembly Hall ? Is he to attend one of the few 
free services in the West End and parade his poverty and misfortune? Is 
he to tell his young children that the day is the great day of Jewish worship, 
but that he cannot appear with them before the Lord because he is not so 
well off as he was last year? Is ita healthy lesson for his children ? Is it 
a softening lesson for himself? Is it right for us? Unhesitatingly, I 
answer ‘“ No.”’ Of course I know the difliculties. lam neither so young nor 


-s0 foolish as not to be aware that it is impossible to work an unendowed 


religious institution without the question of money coming prominently to 
the forefront. But if I admit that a synagogue has to be administered on 
business lines, I recognise that a synagogue is, after all, a synagogue, and 
not primarily a commercial enterprise, and I think of many people whom I 
know, and, in my own comfortable seat in my own comfortable synagogue, 
they rise before me all day long, and though I have not solved the problem 
by any means, my conscience asks of me over and over again : “ Where shall 
he pray ?” 

No religion can be fuller of religious symbolism than is Judaism, and it 
is not surprising to find that the New Year is exceptionally rich in this 
respect. The most well-known religious symbol is, of course, the use of the 
honey and apple which are partaken of as the first thing tasted after the 
advent of the New Year with the prayer that, sweet as the 
fruit and honey, may be the destiny of the days to come. 
Concerning this, 1 have two confessions to make. One is 
that I do not think that our destiny is very much affected

by the absorption of the toothsome compound, and the other is that I am too

fond of it to give it up. When symbolism makes its entry into our religious 
observances, there is no end to its possibilities. Some of our foreign brethren 


go further than the eating of apple and honey, and take care that the supper 


table on the first night of Rosh Hashana includes as its principal dish the 
head of something. It may be a calf’s head or a sheep's head, or at least the 
head of a fish. There is a regular formula for this also, which runs as 
follows :— May it be the will of God that we become the head and not the 
tail.’ I do not like this nearly so much. Much better is the old rule which 
I remember so well in orthodox houses, that the new fruits of the autumn 
season should not be partaken of until the eve of Rosh Hashana. Happy the 
poorer people who can still do this. Now-a-days many of us are too 
unhealthily luxurious. Another curious symbol is the ceremony known as 
the “ Tashlich ’’—that of going to the bank of a riveror to any other piece 
of running water and reciting the words * And thou wit cast into the depths 
of the sea all their sins.’’ This symbolism has, in its day, verged uponand 
merged into superstition pure and simple, and when I was a boy there used to 
be unseemly scenes at the Custom House (Juay in London, where'the struggle 
to obtain a glimpse of the water was so great that police had to be requisi- 
tioned lest not only the sins but some of the sinners: might be cast in the 
depths. 
* * * 

I was asked the other day by a young frieud why the ministers in 
synagogue wear white on Rosh Hasnana and Yom _ Kippur, and [ 
wonder how many could give the ‘correct answer to the - ques- 
tion. Most people think that the white robes of the officiating 

| readers are simply to mark, in an ordinary way, the solemnity 
of the days, while some are of opinion that it is an echo of the 
Temple service, at which the high priest was clothed in white 
on the Day of Atonement. Neither of these explanations is 
correct, When I was a child I attended service in a little synagogue where 
every adult worshipper wore the white “ Kittel’’ or “sargeness.”’ The old 
style, especially on the Continent, is immortalised in Oppenheimer’s famous 
picture of the synagogue on Kippur Eve, where every member of the con- 
gregation is depicted wearing a white robe. It really was originally a 
shroud, and was worn in order to remind the wearer of the transience of 
human existence. It was not confined to Rosh Hashana and Kippur or to the 
reading of the prayers for rain and dew, but was used by the head of the 
family as he celebrated the Seder on Passover evening, and, in some parts of 
Germany, was, and is for all I know, worn by the bridegroom at the ceremony 
in the synagogue. In many synagogues there are to be found here and there 
lay members of the congregation who still wear it, and I am old-fashioned 
enough to confess that I like to see it. |

It is surely a remarkable success to which Dr. Zamenhof has attained, 
To have given birth to an idea which has breathed a new hope into many 
despairing hearts, to have created 
a language which, though it may 
never become universal, is already 
spoken by hundreds of thousands 
of enthusiastic disciples in every 
part of the world; to be acclaimed 
as “the Master,” by admiring 
erowds in one of the principal uni- 
versity cities of the world; and to 
be the recipient of countless other 
honours from distinguished public 
bodies, would .be wonderful 
achievement in any case. But as 
the achievement of a Polish Jew, 
who has lived his whole life in the 
heart of the Ghetto, working. for 
his daily bread among his poorer 
eoreligionists as an eve-doctor, it 
is more wonderful still. For the 
Jewish community, the progress 
of Dr. Zamenhof'’s new language 
will always possess a fascinating

It was a pathetic admission from a man who is 
only forty-eight years of age, but who looks and feels twenty vears older: 
upon whom the fierce struggles of a chequered career have left their 
indelible mark of premature agedness. Dr. Zamenhof told me 


| The Story of his Life, 

the main features of which are probably familiar.to manv readers: how 
he was born in Bielostok on the third day of Chanukah, 1859, his father 
and grandfather before him having been teachers of languages: the former 
an officially-recognised Professor of German at Warsaw, and the latter the 
pioneer of modern culture among the Jews of. Bielostok: how, having been 
educated at Warsaw, he went to Moscow to pursue his medical studies. 
and finally settled down in his present profession as an oculist, having had 
to undergo terrible hardships in his pursuit of a livelfthood. The diffi- 
culties with which he had to contend were, two-fold. He encountered pre- 
tudice as a Jew and as an idealist. As a Jewish doctor he had to confine 
his practice to his coreligionists, the’ majority of them poor, and. his 
prospects were not improved by concerning himself with schemes which 
the majoritv of people regarded as Utopian. Even his hopes as a suitor for 
the hand of his present wife were jeopardised—it was the story of Akiba’s 
marriage romance repeating itself in modern life. Such aman, said the 
ladv’s wealthv father, will never be able to earn a living for mv daughter 
and he forbade the engagement. But the young couple were determined.

“You have no doubt often heard.” said Dr. Zamenhof to me, “how the 
town in which I was born was a babel of languages. and how its daily life 
was poisoned by the bickerings and animosities that arose out of this 
diversitv of tongues. This it was that led me, as a mere youth, to dream 
about the discovery of some universal medium of communication that 
would help forward a better state of things. As a student at the Univer- 
sity, although [ was intended for the medical nrofession, I had devoted 
considerable attention to languages—J.atin, Greek, French, German, 
English and Hebrew—an aptitude for which I had no doubt inherited from

Hebrew and Yiddish. ; 


Did you not at one time think of making Hebrew or Yiddish your 
universal language? 
us “No. that has heen stated. but I have been misunderstood. I did cer- 
tainly. at one time, hope to revive Hebrew as a spoken language among. 
my coreligionists, but I soon became convinced that that was impossible. 
Then, for three years, I worked at Yiddish, in the hope of placing it on 
a level with the cultivated languages of Europe, and I compiled a grammar 
of the so-called ‘Jargon’ —the first Yiddish Grammar, I believe, that ever 
was written. But after completing it, I came to the conclusion that there 
is no real future for Yiddish, and so my Grammar still remains 1n Mmanu- 
script. The conviction gained on me that, as a Russian Jew, I could only 
whole-heartedly give mycelf to devising a language which, on the one side, 
would not be the exclusive national possession of any single people, and 
on the other, could be freely employed by all speechless and oppressed 
peoples. Only a neutral tongue could become a universal medium of com- 
munication, and neutrality was the character which I gave to Esperanto. 
Esperanto belongs to the whole world, because it 1s derived from no one 
language in particular; | ) 
‘ause it has never been the speech of any one nation. Those who speak 
it and use it are the ‘citizens of an ideal democracy, which we may call 
Esperanto-land. | 

‘T may tell you that primarily it was in the interests of my coreli- 
gionists that I invented this language. I saw them cut off from the rest 
of the world by a language which they spoke only among themselves, and 
then in an uncouth form. I saw them shut up in a Ghetto, and thus ex- 
posed to the terrible curse of national animosities, and the walls of this 
Ghetto were largely constructed out of dialect. This dialect not only 
served to alienate them from the Gentile world, but even from their own 
coreligionists in other countries who speak the language of those countries 
understand Yiddish. Thus the Jew is separated from his 
fellow-Jew as well as from his Christian neighbour. JT saw all this, and 
it determined the course of my labours. Had I not heen a Jew, the idea 
of a future cosmopolitanism would not have exercised such a fascination 
over ime. and never should have laboured so strenuously dis- 
interestedly for the realisation of my ideal. But T was always a devoted 
son of my unfortunate Jewish people, and whenever my task seemed hope- 
less Thad only to think of my coreligionists, speechless and therefore 
Without hope of culture, scattered over the world. and hence unable. to 
understand one another, who must needs take their culture from strange 
and hostile sources—nand the thought of all that filled me with renewed 
energy. Yes. Tam convinced that there is no people in the world to whom 
a world-wide medium of communication Esperanto might prove se 
useful as the Jewish people. It would oridge the gap which in all Jewish 
communities nowadays vawns between the native and the foreigner, the 
rich and the poor, the cultured and the uncultured. That is why every

who has no knowledge of a eivilised language. and who. after three or four 
weeks, has learned Esperanto so thoroughly that he can correspond with 
the whole world in it, speak his thoughts freedy. and thus, thanks to this 
language, feel hnmself a iran among men—that gives me more pleasure 
than all the praises of hundreds of learned people, A poor Jewish, shop- 
keeper. whose beautiful Esperantist poems are read with pleasure by 
Esperantists of all countries and- nationalities, affords me more satistac- 
tion than the various scieutifie publications of which the language already 
hosts So 

Then Jews ought to be among your most enthusiastic disciples. Have 
they taken up with the study of the language in any considerable numbers: 

“Team afraid Tmust confess they have not. Still. I must make some 
exceptions. One of the principal Esperantists was a Jew—the late Dr. 
Envile Javal, of Paris, the eminent blind medical scientist, who died at 
the commencement of this year. -He acted in former years as the Secre- 
tary of the Central Bureau, and T referred to his labours for our cause in 
the recent Congress speech at Caimbridge. Another coreligionist, happily 
still active in the cause, is M. Gaston Moch, of military fame, the well- 
known author of ‘Sedan,’ and the brother of the celebrated) deceased 
French military officer, Jules Moch.” | 

In England has it been taken up by any known persons? 

“Yes, there is the Rev. Isidore Harris, who has done much by his 
writings in Jewish and non-Jewish, English and American, publications 
to popularise the study. Mr. Charles B. Mabon, of Glasgow, has com- 
posed music for my Esperuntist song, ‘La Gaja Migranto,’ which he has 
likewise rendered into English. And he has translated ‘Adon Olam’ into 
When I visited the House of Commons the other day, Mr. 
Herbert Samuel, the Under-Secretary of State for the Home Office, who 
received me on behalf of his Chief, told.me that his wife was a student 
of the language, and I have no doubt that there are many private Jews and 
Jewesses studying the language who are not known to me. In the Address- 
Book (Adresaro) of registered Esperantists one can, of course, pick out a 
certain number of Jewish names. But not all Esperantists register them- 
selves. I should say there are 300 or more Jewish Esperantists.” 


Progress of Esperanto. 
“As you are probably aware, it*is just twenty years, last July, since 


Espéranto became public property. In 1878 I had suceeeded in building 
up a neutral language on the basis of the Romance-Teutoniec roots. of 


modern Europe. But for five or six years I kept the idea to myself, fearing 
that, as a Jew, IT might ineur scoffing and persecution by a premature 
publication of so bold a scheme. It was not, therefore; until 1887 that, 
after several unsuccessful attempts to find a publisher, I gave forth my 
first brochure entitled ‘An International Language.’ It was. signed 
‘Doktoro Esperanto,’ that is ‘Doctor Hopeful,’ and so the language came 
to be known as Esperanto. Of course, I was very much perplexed in my 
mind before T finally decided to take the plunge. T felt that I stood 
before the Rubicon. Once having published, retreat would be impossible, 
and I knew what kind of fate attends a doctor who is devendent upon the 
public, if that public comes to regard him as a visionary, or a man who 
busies himself with side-issues. I felt it was staking my whole future 
peace of mind, my livelihood, and that of my family, but I could not 
abandon the idea which had entered into my mind and blood, and—I 
crossed the Rubicon.” | : 

And you have never had occasion to regret the step? 

“No; for though we had to encounter numerous difficulties in the early 
days, our progress has been uninterrupted and almost phenomenal. The 
vear after my first pamphlet was published, the Volapuk Society, at 
Nuremberg, ceased to exist, but the majority of its members went to form 
the first Esperanto Club. That stood alone for three years until, in 1891, 
another arose in the city of Upsala, in Sweden. St. Petersburg followed 
suit, with branches at Odessa, and even at so distant a place as Kha- 
barovsk, on the Amur. France and Denmark joined the movement in 1897, 
and Brussels and Stockholm in the next year. The first Esperantist group 
in Paris originated in 1900, and the next year additional groups were form- 


and it is in the fullest sense international, be-, 
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ing in Bulgaria, at Brinn, at Vladivostok, and at Montreal. That was the 
first official appearance of Esperanto on American soil. Since then 
societies for its study have been formed in all parts of the world, and there 
are now many hundreds of them. ‘At our Cambridge Congress we had 
delegates from all countries, including such remote lands as Venezuela, 
Tunis, Sweden, Norway, Siberia, Iceland’ That Esperanto taken 
such deep root in France we owe mainly to the self-saerificing efforts of 
the Marquis de Beaufort, who for many years had been at work on the 
invention of a universal language; but when he heard of Esperanto he 
generously set aside his own invention to take up with mine. Esperanto 
is now taught in several of the lycées and colleges, and the French Minister 
of war encourages its study in the army. The Belgian Government sent 
its official representative to the third Congress. In Russia, there are more 
people able to speak Esperanto than English. In England there are now 
sixty groups at work. It is taught in many English and Scottish schools, 
and has been taken up by the London Chamber of Commerce and the 
National Union of Teachers. There is, as you know, a large Esperantist 
literature growing up. 
twenty languages and dialects, and there are at least twenty monthiy 
journals devoted to its propaganda, including a magazine for the blind. 
One of the most pathetic sights at Cambridge was the group of twenty-two 
‘blindloj,’ who came to the Congress from various countries In Europe 
and America under the care of Professor Cart. All sorts of Esperantist 
societies were represented at the last Congress—the Roman. Catholics, 
the Socialists, the Peace Party, the British Medicals, the French Medicals, 
the Sailors. the Freethinkers, and so forth. Most of these groups have 
their special Esperantist organs, and the various scientific groups are begin- 
ning to issue their special dictionaries in their several departments.” 
You have not a Jewish group or a magazine for Jewish Esperantists? 
“No; though, as I have already said, no body of men stands so much in 
need of an international medium of communication as the Jewish people. 
A magazine published in the interests of Jewish Esperantists all over the 
world would undoubtedly increase the number ot Jewish adherents, and 
might ultimately have a big success. Of course, it would chiefly depend 
for its success upon its circulation mm. Russia, and therefore care would 


have to be taken that nothing appeared in it to which the ofheial censer,

we formed what TI believe was the first politico-Jewish organisation in 
Russia. A few months later my father’s financial position obliged ime te 
leave Moseow and return to Warsaw. There, also, T commenced an active 
agitation tor the realisation of my idea. I published a big article on the 
subject in the Russo-Jewish journal, /’azsrjet, entitled “What We Ought 
to Do.’ In that article, signed ‘Hamsefow,’ I explained in. detail that 
the eternal sufferings of our people would only come to an end when they 
became the majority of the population in the places they Inhabit; for the 
strong are always in the right, and the weak are always In the wrong. So 
I recommended that the Jews should choose some very sparsely-inhabited 
spot in the United States of America. and colonise it im such numbers 
that sooner or later they could form it into a Jewish State, in the same 
way as the Mormons have done in Utah. My article, which was written 
shortly aiter the first anti-Semitic outbreaks, created a sufficiently deep 
impression. But about the same time, the Jewish Journals, Hamagul 
and Hashachar, started a propaganda for the colonisation of Palestine. 
Realising that before all things we needed unity if our efforts were to 
succeed, I published a further articie in the Razsrjet, recommending that 
we should not split up into different sections, and, therefore, although 
America was much better suited for our purpose than Palestine, we should 
concentrate our labours on Palestine. 

“So I founded among the Jewish youth of Warsaw the first society of 
‘Friends of Zion.’ I drew up the rules, hektographed them myself, and 
distributed them, arranged meetings. concerts and balls, enlisted recruits, 
and established a patriotic Jewish library. Branches of our central organi- 
sation sprang up in the various cities of Poland and Western Russia, and 
from all of these organisations I collected monthly subscriptions for the 
colonisation of Palestine, which I transmitted to Rabbi Salvendi, in 
Nuremburg. And when our Society of young people was sufficiently 
strong, we extended our operations to older people, and suggested that they 
should establish a larger society at Warsaw of ‘Friends of Zion.’ Such 
a ‘society was founded, with Advocate Jasinowski as President, the 
publicist, Rabinowicz (Schefer), as Secretary, while I was at the head of 
the Executive. About that time I finished my University course, and set 
up in practice in quite a small village. The tranquil life of the place in 
which I now lived was conducive to thought, and brought about a com- 
plete change in my ideas. Gradually I came to the conviction that Zionism 
was a beautiful and impractical dream; that it would never solve the 
eternal Jewish question. The solution must be sought along other lines. 
You may imagine that it was with no little grief that I decided to abandon 
my Nationalist labours. But thenceforth I was to devote myself to 
realising that non-national, neutral idea which had occupied the thoughts 
of my earliest youth—to the idea of an international language.” 


Hillelism and Esperantism. 


From the year 1884to.1901 I stood quite aside from the Jewish 
national movement, and I did nothing for the Jewish question. But 
though I did nothing, I thought much, and I was constantly searching in 
my mind for a solution to the Jewish question. Finally, at the com- 
mencement of. 1901, I decided to send forth the fruits of my seventeen- 
years’ cogitations. I published in the Russian language, under the 

seudonym of ‘Homo Sum,’ a fair-sized pamphlet, which I entitled: ‘ Hil- 
elism, a project for solving the Jewish Question.’ I analysed the essen- 
tial features of Judaism, I detailed the history of the Jews, the causes of 
their two-thousand years’ wanderings, the ideals of ‘Zionism’ and ‘ Assimi- 
lation,’ and upon the basis of these facts I endeavoured to show how the 
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Jewish question could be most effectually solved.

These were the conclu- 
sions I came to:— 

“The historical fact that other peoples and human groups have only 
suffered for a short time, and afterwards they either recovered their posi- 
tion or perished, while we have suffered for 2,000 years, and are unable 
to find for ourselves anywhere in the world a tranquil corner—this shows 
that the cause of our sufferings is not external, but internal. The cause 
of our endless go/us is this, that everywhere Judaism still preserves its 
national character, while, as a matter of fact, the Jewish nation as such 
ceased to exist 2,000 years ago, and Judaism, rightly understood, is an 
idea—a creed. The pseudo-national-Palestinian character which our reli- 
gion has come to assume has resulted in this: that everywhere and always 
we regard ourselves as foreigners, and therefore we are without a home 
and soil. Consequently, in order to solve the Jewish question, we need 
to reform our religion, but not to abandon it. Judaism as a religious 
idea must be eternal. Never can we Jews be satisfied to remain without 
a religion— confessionslos,’ as they express it in Germany—nor can ‘we 
accept any other religion as a substitute for our own. How are we to re- 
form it? By giving up its pseudo-local character, and by giving it a 
character such that we can hold it without untruth, shame or hypocrisy. 
In order to do this, we should give our religion the e«haracter of Hillelism. 
By this, of course, [T.mean that we should accept as its fundamental basis 
only the idea of philosophica!lly-pure Monotheism, and the somewhat modi- 
fied principle of Hillel that the one law of our religion is the love of our 
neighbour. All other Jewish institutions are not laws, but customs and 
traditions. They are worth preserving, but are not obligatory. A Synod 
should be appointed to improve and develop them. When we profess such 
a religion, then we shall be strong, ior then we shall be able to tell our 
Children that we are doing battle for a holy and noble idea. 

“But when [ speak of reforming our religion, T do not mean that we 


should proceed’ on the lines of those Reform parties who make changes 


only in order to mask their Judaism and assimilate themselves to the 
Gentiles, who do not want them and owould crather be with- 
out them. That as not my idea of a real Jewish Reform Inasmuch 
as all Jews have a history common, dnd the peoples will have

—not Hebrew, which is too difieuwlt for this purpose, and has never been 
acquired, or can be aequired. by the majority of Jews—a language which 
they can also use in their prayers; so that they will net need to use the 
language of peoples who are strange and hostile to them, Besides a 
definite religious creed and a definite language, they shouid have a definite 
local centre, Where their Svnod should reside, and where they can conecen- 
trate and grow strong. pee no reason why this centre should not be 
placed in our natural Fatherland, so that the ancient Prophetic ideal 
might be realused: * For from Zion the Law shall go forth, and the word 
f the Lord trom Jerusalem.” 

Did you succeed in making many converts to your ideas? 

“No, the Russian Jews would have nothing to say to it. Many per- 
sons. confessed to me that in their hearts they agreed with me, but thev 
had not the courage to say so openly. I could not find a single person 
willing to help me in organising such a sect as I contemplated. There 
is a Russian proverb that ‘One man in a camp does not make a soldier.’ 
So I have long since abandoned my scheme as unworkable, and mv efforts 
are now devoted to the cognate object of furthering the movement which 
[ have called Esperantism. What I mean by Esperantism I explained 
in mv Congress speech. Its ideals—apart from the utilitarian purpose of 
‘the Esperanto language—are purely humanitarian. We wish to create a 
common ground on which the various races of mankind ean peacefully 
and fraternally mingle, not intruding racial differences in any way. The

Rabbi Jacob Meir's Appointment. | 

Sirn,—On my return from Turkey, 1 find in your paper various reports 
concerning the appointment of Rabbi Meir to the post of Chief Rabbi of 
Salonica. As | have taken a somewhat prominent part in this appoint- 
ment, I trust you will grant me the hospitality of your columns for the 
purpose of explaining how this appointment has come about. 

On the 7th April last I found myself in the company of Messrs. Cazes 
(the President of the Jewish Community in Salonica), Asael, Yakiel, and 
Fernandez, travelling irom Salonica to Cavalla by the Austrian-Lloyd 
steamer. Shortly betore this Chief Rabbi Covo had died, and the conver- 
sation turned on the appointment of a suitable successor. They were 
anxious to find a man who. would conciliate the older members, and 
attract the young menibers, who are drifting away from Judaism. I had 
the privilege of making the acquaintance of Rabbi Meir some time ago in 
Jerusalem, and he had so much inypressed me by his good qualities, that 
I had spoken of him when I lectured before the Chovevi Zion on my return 
He appeared to me to be the very man they were 
looking for, and I therefore toid them there and then that I had found 
such a man as they wished, and I very warmly recommended Rabbi Jacob 
Meir to the vacant post. | 


Without flattering myself that my recommendation alone sufficed, I 


may say that, guided only by my opinion and recommendation, Mr. Cazes, 
on returning to Salonica, convened a meeting and placed before it the 
candidature of Rabbi Jacob Meir, mentioning the fact that I had recom- 
mended him to their consideration and election. The meeting accepted 
the nomination unanimously, and negotiations were opened with Rabbi 


What has happened since is well known to your readers. The 
enemies he had in Jerusalem did not allow the opportunity to pass without 
trying to injure him in his new appointment, and they succeeded, but only 
up to a certain point. I had an opportunity of visiting Rabbi Meir a 
short. time ago,.in.the house of the Kaimakam Haham Bashi in Constan- 
tinople, and found him rather aged in consequence of the trouble through 
which he had passed in the course of last year, but otherwise I found him 
unchanged, and the members of the Salonica community. who have come 
into personal contact with him in Constantinople, all express themselves 
in very favourable terms of the excellent impression he has made on 
them. They wanted a man who would not be too fanatical, and who 
would not try to please one set of the community and alienate the young. 
They wanted a man who was more or less conversant with modern ideas, 
a man of fine bearing, a man of tact and wisdom in his intercourse with 
the outer world, and they all state that Rabbi Jacob Meir is fulfilling all

Sitr,—I think that when “ Anrasins” and “A. L.” read the able letter 
of “T. S.C.” in your current issue, they will better understand my “ thin 
pleadings,” so there is no need for me to defend a position which I have 
taken up, not out of “ purblindness,” but out of a desire to see Justice done. 
Such letters as those of “Anrasius,” “A. L.” and “A Disgusted Jew” are not 
likely to produce the reform that they are intended to. This reform will un- 
doubtedly come about only through constant contact with those who con- 
demn vulgar display, and is more likely to prove effective than the de- 
nouncing of it through the Press.

nationalities living under the sway of Russia, and, in general, against 
the “intellectuals ” and liberal classes of Russians themselves. The most 
insignificant incident is made use of to kindle the hatred of the bribed 
mob against the Jews, and in the absence of facts, we have inventions, as 
was recently the case when Dr. Fishberg was at Berditcheff, where, accord- 
ing to the Russian Banner, he told the Jewish inhabitants of that city to 
give up the idea of emigration, .assuring them that the complete emanci- 
pation of the Russian Jews would shortly ensue. The author of this state- 
ment insists upon its refutation on the part of the Government, the silence 
of which makes the blood of the Jew-baiters boil and their teeth gnash 
with rage. The word “ pogrom” is again in every man’s mouth, that of 
children not excepted. Outbreaks are looked upon as something that 
necessarily ought to occur now and then, and are awaited with impatience 
by the lower classes, and even by some individuals of the higher classes 
of the Christian population. 3 : 

Will the new Prefect of Odessa be willing and able to calm the excited 
State, and hold in check the agitators of the: Black Hundreds, who in 


their electioneering manceuvres for the third Duma, are not likely to shun 


any illegal means with regard to Jewish delegates or constituents? It is 
very doubtful, especially as they are already now on the eve of the elec- 
tions, having recourse to the same manceuvres as before. Thus, a few days 
ago, two men entered a wine tavern kept by a Jew, and ordered two 
glasses of wine, for which they paid. but never touched. Twenty minutes 
after they had left the place, the police appeared, and made a domiciliary 
visit, which resulted in the discovery in the tavern of two bombs and in 
the imprisonment of the owner of the tavern, his servants, and even some 
of his customers. An hour later, probably the Minister of the Interior and — 
the editor of the Russian Banner were informed by telegravh that, owing 
to the watchfulness of the “ Unionists” (in uniform and civil dress), a new 


sanguinary design of the Jewish revolutionists was thwarted and a fearful 
catastrophe averted. 


It may perhaps interest your readers to know that the student of the

The Odessa correspondent of the Stondard, in a message dated Sep- 
tember Ist, says:— 


An attempting to disperse an excited mob of “Black Gang” adherents in Bazarnaia Street. a 
police inspector and two constables were shot dead, the murderers escaping. An elderly German 
Was passing a guard-house, and not hearing, and Consequently not replving toy, the sentrv's 
challenge, was killed on the spot.

the “ Black Gang ” belabour the unhappy objects of their violence. Forty. Jewish shops were alse 
sacked. AS @& protest against the neglect of the authorities to repress the outrages, the Bourse ‘and 
the Corn Exchange were Closed to-day. A mixed deputation of Christians and Jews also waited 
this afternoon upon General Kaulbars, to protest against the disorder which had been permitted 
without check by the authorities. The Governor promised that he would to-morrow pace a whole 
regiment on patrol duty in the Lownh, and that he would order the arrest of those who had been 
guilty of excesses. The Jews, however, distrust General Kaulbars. remembering how similar agsur-

ATTACKS ON JEWS BY THE BLACK HUNDREDS. 

7 The Black Hundreds are again becoming very active against the Jews. 
Iwo members of the Union of Real Russians created a serious disturbance 
on one occasion at Dusati Gin the province of Kovno). They appeared in 
the streets with thetr usual cries: “Down with the Jews and Revolu- 
-tionaries!” Several of our coreligionists Were assaulted in the presence 
of the police, who did not intervene. Towards the evening the latter. 
with fixed bayonets, cleared the walks of all Jewish young men. The local 
chief of the police. however, severely reprimanded his subordinate for 
that action. | 

The Nicolajeff Black Hundreds have again begun to assault Jews in 
the streets. One Sunday they appeared in front of the local theatre and 
attacked several Jewish men, women and children. Some of our brethren 
took, refuge in cabs, which were pursucd by the hooligans. The renewed 
activity of the Real Russians is due te the presence amongst them. of 
Olovenicoff. the brother of the tormer editor of the Vetche. The Jews of 
Nicolajeff intend sending a deputation to the Governor-General requesting 


him to protect them from the Black Hundreds. A cminor pogrom. took 
place at Tomashpol Gn the province of Podol) on Sundav.

Order is now being anaintained with the aid of the 
mounted troops.

The assassination of Colonel Shreter at Bielostok gave rise to 
rumours coneerning another massacre there. “The arrival of the ~ riest 
Thiadore caused the Jews great anxiety. The Real Russians, encouraged 
by their successful appeals in favour of the Kerteh and other rioters. have 
decided to request the Government to granta general pardon to all persons 
implicated in the pogroms of 1905.) The reactionary parties have despatched 
from St. Petersburg ten of their members to organise meetings in the 
provinces in favour of their cause. Those agitators are all well known 
“ pogromshiks,” who participated in the massacres of 1905. On the eve 
of their departure they were entertained by their comrades, when they also 
received a blessing from the notorious priest, Arseny. Each of those 
speakers will cost the Union three hundred and fifty roubles a month. | 

At the request of M. Dubrovin, the Minister of Finance ordered that 
the official circulars which cold not be printed at their own office should be 
sent to the printing works of the Union of Real Russians. 


THE THIRD DUMA. 


The Russian nobles are determined to see the next Duma in the hands 
of the reactionaries. They have announced that they were not prepared to 
tolerate even an assembly consisting of one-third of Constitutional Demo- 
crats and other opposition parties. In the event of their failure to obtain 
a Parliament meeting with their approval, they have decided to present 
a petition to the Tsar, requesting him to dismiss the Duma and to rule 
the country without the aid of National Representatives for some time. It 
will be remembered that they have already, asked the Government . to 
adopt that course during the existence of the second Duma, but they were 
then informed that their pians were somewhat premature. . 

The first stage of the elections in one of the districts of the province 
of Smolensk resulted in a decisive victory for the progressives. A promi- 
nent candidate of the Real Russians was defeated. 

It is reported from Ekaterinoslav that the former Jewish deputy of 
the second Duma. Herr Rabbinowitz, has been deprived of his privileges 


as a voter. 3

| MISCELLANEOUS. 


The largest synagogue at Moscow was opened again on September 
5th. The hetiding was erected before the Jews were banished from the 
ancient capital sixteen years ago, but it was then closed by order of the 
Government. Aiter the October manifesto, the Jewish community received 


permission to hold services there again. 


The dispute between the Odessa corn merchants and their Russian 
employés has terminated. It was agreed that 40 per cent. of the work at 
the stores should be performed by Christians. and the remainder should 
be given to Jews. The Ministry of the Interior issued a cireular grant- 
ing Jewish labourers the privileges of working on Sundays and other ortho- 
Ox holidays. They are not allowed, however, to dispose of their pro- 
duce on those days. 

The Serodna is informed that the Ministry of the Interior ordered the 
Polish chemists not to keep more than two Jewish apvrentices at each 
shop. 

Odessa is now suffering from a very serious commercial crisis. Our 
coreligionists there are especially affected, as a large number of old and 
well-established Jewish firms have suspended business. 

The trial of Topoleff (the assassin of the late M. Herzenstein) has again 
been postponed. Meanwhile, his friends have succeeded in effecting his 
release from prison. 

It is reported that M. Stolypin is preparing a statement on the Union 
of Real Russians, proving to the Tsar the danger incurred by the State in 
allowing their power to grow. 

The semi-official Rossia, discussing the Jewish question in a leading 
article, refers to Zionism and Territorialism as the only solution of the 
problem. The organ calls upon the Government and the Russian nation to 
assist the movements. 

An extraordinary story is related at Kamenka (in the province of 
Lublin) of a Russian who kept the head of a dead Jew at his house. The 
local peasants seemed to consider the ghastly relic a very fortunate pos- 
session, which never failed to bring luck to its owner. 

The Jewish community at Krementehug has received 8,000 roubles 
from the Ica, for the purpose of establishing a Jewish technical school. 

A terrible tragedy has oecurred at Rudny (in the province of Mohileff). 
Three Jewish boys found a bomb, which exploded suddenly. killing them 
on the spot. | |

Frankfort’s New Synagogue. 

The vitality and prosperity of the Orthodox Congregation in Franktort 
(Israelitischen Religions Gesellschaft) and the liberality of its members 
were amply Gemonstrated yesterday week when the new synagogue of the 
Congregation Was consecrated. Externally, and especially imternally, the 
edifice is one of the most imposing of its kind,and by Jews and Christians 
alike it is regarded as one of the finest ornaments of Frankfort, which was 
already .rich in splendid public buildings. The style of architecture. 1s 
modernised POMaesgue, hut there are also several Moorish features. The 
size of the building may be gaugea from the fact that there Is seating aceom- 
modation for 1,800 4,000 in the body, and 800 in the galleries). The decora- 
tion of the interior, with its marble, brasses and bronzes, 1s Very ornate. 
and the Synagogue has been further embellished by handsome and costly 
gifts from the members who, in the spirit of the Israelites of old, have 
readily brought their free-will offerings to the house of God. On the pulpit 
alone, the gift of a.lady. £400 has been expended. With the site, the 
synagogue will have cost not far short of one-and-a-half millon marks 
(£75,000). The opening ceremony was marked by great rejoicings on the 


part of the ever-growing Orthodox Congregation, many of whose members 
curtailed their holidays in Germany and abroad in order to attend the. 


function. Upwards of thirty Rabbis were present. 


A €onference of orthodox Jewish Rabbis was held lately in Frank- 
fort. at which a Union of Orthodox German Rabbis was constituted. An 
emphatic stand was made against the decisions of the recent Conference 
of French Rabbis on the subject. of Jewish marriage and divorce. . 

Under the heading “ Will the Ice Melt ?” the Zsraelitisches Familtenblatt 
(Hamburg) reports that in Prussia a Jew, in the person of the son of 
‘Justizrat Cassel (member of the Berlin City Council and of the Prussian 
Diet), is to be appointed Officer in the Reserves. The appointment will 
be the more notable inasmuch as it will be granted to a member of a family 


which has strenuously fought for equality of rights for Jews. 3 


HOLLAND. 


The Nederlandsch Tsraelitisch Seminarium (the Dutch Jews’ College) 
does not appear to enjoy the sympathies of the Jews in Holland. Out of 
a population of about 100,000 there were, until recently, only eighty annual 
subseribers to the Seminary. An appeal sent to some 2,500 Jewish 
residents in Amsterdam by the Canvassing Committee in that city, met 
with a response from less than sixty persons.

THE SITUATION IN MOROCCO. 


Writing from Casablanca on Saturday, the special correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph said :— : 


Baron Dr. Henri de Rothschild has arrived here with one French and two Spanish 
doctors. As is well known, he intends to establish at Tangier a hospital for the 
wounded in the present campaign. He has come here for the purpose of gaining 
knowledge of the actual situation, and will return shortly to Tangier. 


Writing from Casablanca on Sunday, the same correspondent said :— 


Baron Dr. Henri de Rothschild has purchased some land here, on which he will 
erect his hospital, instead of at Tangier, as he originally intended. ‘There is no 
in a very unsuitable 
house. where it is impossible to give proper attention to the wounded. On this 
account the transport Vinh Long is remaining here as a hospital ship. Dr. de Roth- 
schild has already given the necessary orders for material sufficient for 400 beds. A 
committee representing the Jewish community have called at the French Consulate to 
offer their respects to the Baron Henri, and to beg that he would do something to 
help them in their miserable condition. The Jewsare in apitiable plight. What they 
chiefly require isclothing, for, cenerally speaking, they have nothing to cover them but 
sacks and rags. 


The aftermath of Casablanca is the subject of a telegram from the Saffi 
correspondent of the same newspaper. | 


To-day (he says), four European and Jewish families left Saft, and there now 
remain people who have businesses which they cannot abandon. Some Jews from 
the south of Mogador arrived yesterday, bringing alarming news, to the effect that 
the Moors as far downas Cape Juby are preparing an expedition against the !rench. 
The Kabyles of Mogador arein a very excited state, and in all the markets a holy war 
is being preached. The markets of Saffi and Mogador are full of slaves, many of them 
having been captured during the pillage of Casablanca. The prices of slaves have in 
some cases gone down considerably. Young and beautiful Jewesses have been bought 
at the great market of Mazagan for about £60, for the account of a big slave dealer at 
Marrakesh. 


Complete tranquillity reigns now in Mogador. According to the 
representative of the Daly Telegraph in that town, who wrote under date 
yesterday week : 


There are now in the town some 400 Europeans, including 300 women and 
children. 1.500 Jews, and some 6,000 Moors and negroes. Since August 20th, the 
presence of some Moors of the interior has been noticed. It is believed that they are 
spies. and they are constantly watched by the Governor and the Consuls. The 
British Consul, Mr. Paul Wilkinson, tells me that the colony consists of twenty-six 
English, twelve protected Jews and Moors, thirty ladies and about forty children. All 
are carrying on the usual life of the place. | 

The Dail: Telegraph correspondent telegraphed from Laraiche on Sunday. 

The last European family which left Fez arrived here to-day. It consists of Frau 
Cohen. wife a German doctor, three daughters, and two sons. The husband remained 


in Fez atthe request of the Moors, who begged that he would not abandon the town 


and leave them without @ doctor. Dr, Cohen, asa matterof fact, is the only physician 
at the disposal of the public, as the English doctor. Mr. Warden. isin the service of the 
Sultan. Frau Cohen told me that they left Fez seven days ago and travelled with 
four Moorish families, accompanied by some soldiers. They were not threatened en 
route by the Kabyles. Four Italian families are stillat Fez. Frau Cohen said that 
the news of the proclamation of Muley Hafid was not known to the Europeans at Fez 
when she left. Great anxiety prevailsamong the Jews, who desire to leave Fez. but 
ditticulties are opposed to their departure by the Maghzen. Only European subjects 
and protégés can leave with any degree of safety. The four Italian families will quit 
the town as soon as they have settled their affairs. 


The Alliance Isra¢lite have telegraphed a further sum of 5,000 francs 
to Casablanca. The Executive Committee of the Hilfsverein der Deutschen 
Juden has voted a similar sum for the immediate necessities of the distressed 
Jews. | 

An interesting pendant to the friendly utterances of Mulay Hafid (the 
newly-proclaimed Sultan of Southern Morocco) with respect to the Jews is 
the statement that his body physician, private secretary and confidant isa 


Jew, Dr. Holzmann. The doctor was born in Jerusalem and studied in 
Constantinople. After having been a teacher of Hebrew at the School of 


the Alliance Israélite Universelle, and later at a school founded by himself, 
he went to Berlin, where he entered the medical profession. For the last 
ten years he has practised in Morocco.

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The Administration of the Aliens Act. 


Immigrant’s Age Disputed. 


Four cases of appeal came before the Immigration Board at Great Tower 
Street yesterday week when Mr. Elliott, I.8.0.. presided, supported by 
Dr. Morris and Mr. Evans. The first case was that of CHava KOsCHAIN, 
sixty-five years old—eighty, said the Chief Immigration Officer, would be 
nearer her right age—who came from Belzerkow, Russia. Her case pre- 
sented one or two pathetic features. Firstly, she had given the immi- 
gration officials the address of her son, which subsequently proved not 
to be the correct one, and she had been singled out for rejection by the 
medical officer. Her sole possessions amounted to eight shillings. 

The medical officer, having given particulars as to the nature of the 
case. 

The son, a cigarette manufacturer, was called as a witness, produced 
his naturalisation papers, and, by way of convincing the Board of the fact 
that he really had a business, handed round a box of cigarettes bearing 
his name as the manufacturer of them. He was, he said, “an old citizen 
here.” | 

Mr. Elliott enquired if the witness would undertake to keep and to 
protect his mother, and on being informed that he was willing to do so, 
the Board allowed-the aged immigrant ‘to join her son, fearing that she 
would not be able to survive a return journey to Russia. 


Troubles of a Transmigrant. 

The case of CazeE GARSsTIN, twenty-eight, of Danilowitz, and her two- 
year-old boy, RAFAEL, was next heard. | 

The Immigration Officer said that the woman had made two distinct 
Statements to him. She had at first said that she. was a widow, but had 
subsequently traversed this statement by her assertion that she intended 
going to America, in order to join her husband, who had been in the United 
States for three years. 

The appellant, a tidily-dressed woman, informed the Board, through 
the interpreter, that she was In possession of £7. She was married, and 
intended going to America. 

In reply to the Chairman. she said she had no ticket for America, and 
she did not possess the letter which had been sent her asking her to come. 

She was reminded by Mr, Elliott. that the fare to America would be 
t10. Where did she intend to obtain the balance? he asked. 
that her brother-in-law would provide her with that. 

The brother-in-law, a Mr. Anselewitz, expressed his willingness to pro- 
vide the appellant with the necessary balance. and he was also willing 
that she should stay at his place until her departure for America. 

Recalled, the woman failed to satisfy the Board with regard to her 
statements. She now produced a letterin Yiddish from her husband—which. 
obviously, she had not been able to understand—wherein the writer ex- 
pressed a desire to divoree her, and disclaimed any wish to receive her in 
America. He did not intend to send her any more money. The letter, 
naturally. came in the nature of a bombshell. and the Board, after a pro- 
tracted conversation in private, decided to allow the woman to enter the 
country. conditionally upon her producing her ticket to America. and a 
cable expressing her husband’s willingness to receive her. 

BtUssoLewitz, nineteen, of Ponewesch, Russia, was’ pos- 
session of £5. which. she said, had been given to her by her parents. She 
produced the address of her brother-in-law, Max Rosenberg, of Baker Street. 


She said 


Mr. Rosenberg, examined, said that the girl was used to tailoring. and — 


he thought she could earn a living at that trade. The witness was ques- 
tioned as to his business and earnings. He had not sent the €5 to the 
girl. The Board. after briefly considering the case, ordered the girl to he 
deported. 


A Peculiar Avocation. 

The case of Sotomon SECHANSKY, Who also gave two other aliases. 
seemingly revolved around the question as to what constituted a labourer. 
The immigrant was twenty-two years of age, possessed £5. and handed tu 
the officials the address of a friend, a Mr. Ginsburg. Sechansky was 
deseribed first as a labourer, and then as “a shop assistant in a ‘timber- 
yard” (sie), though it appeared that the man was capable of turning his 
hand to anything. 

He had offered two or three different names, the Chairman explained 
to Mr. Ginsburg, a boot dealer, who had known the immigrant when he 
was a child. | 

The Board, after questioning the witness, did not consider that the immi- 


grant Would have an opportunity of earning a living wage here, and rejected 
im. | 


Immigration Officer Rebuked. 


Fight cases came before the Immigration Board on Monday morning. 
Mr. G. J. Warren presided, supported by Messrs. Francis, J.P., and J. H. 
Polak, J.P. It has been the invariable custom of the Chief Immigration 
Officer, in the course of his reports. to comment on the cases which have come 


under his notice for investigation. To this procedure, Mr. Polak took 


vigorous exception, Informing the officer, in unmistakable terms, of-the 
ability of the members of the Board to form opinions for themselves. This 


they were quite capable of doing, and he, personally, protested against the - 


attitude of the Chief Immigration Officer. During the course of the hear- 


ing of later cases, Mr. Polak further took exception _ to 
the Board's inquisitorial treatment of witnesses, proclaiming 
his right to do so. Mr. Polak informed our representative 
that he was determined to suppress any procedure on the part 


of the Board, which happens to be unfair, unnecessary, and which savours 
of the administration of the Criminal Courts. He fully intended com- 
municating with the Home Secretary whenever instances such as those he 
had mentioned claimed his attention. 


The hearing of the case of LErBp Bazatewskr, a blacksmith. who gave 


‘the address of his “uncle,” tended to show that the immigrant had been 
mistaken in thinking that the individual he had named was his relative. 

Mr. Polak asked whether Wolffsbach (the suggested relative) was pre- 
sent, and was told he was not. 


The Clerk (Mr. Richards) stated. that it was no business of theirs to 
summon him. | 
' The Chief Immigration Officer ventured some inferences on the case, 
when Mr. Polak objected to the making by that official of ex parte state- 
‘ments, and of the drawing of inferences which prejudiced the cases of 
aliens. He fully expected all statements made by Mr. Evans to be sub- 
stantiated, and his information verified. 

The “ uncle,” on being called, informed the Chairman that he had been 
expecting a relative from Russia, but that the relative was unmarried, and 
would certainly not. be so old as the immigrant who stood before him. In 
reply to Mr. Polak, he did not know Bazalewski, nor had he promised 
‘him employment. The Chairman intimated that the alien and the wit-

ness had better settle the question of relationship outside, and they 
decided to reject the appellant. i 
A Question of Ownership. ; | 
A wateh-case-maker, Cuarm RaiGropsky, produced the. address of his 
brother, who was living at Mile End. In this case a difficulty arose as 
to whom the £5. in. the possession of the alien, really belonged. 
Raigrodsky said that the money was his own, and constituted part of his 
savings, while, on the other hand, the officer who had been making en- 
quiries averred that the housekeeper at the brother’s place 
that her master had sent the money. The Board was perplexed. Si 
alien was recalled, at the suggestion of Mr. Polak, and emphatica ly 
asserted that the money was his own. The Board, however, rejected him. 
SruL Owsiewicz, a tailor, produced the address of his uncle, and said 
that he had left Russia owing to lack of employment. The uncle, who 
said that he was expecting a relative, explained that his nephew had 
written to him asking if he could come over. Witness was questioned 
as to his earnings, and the number of rooms he rented, when — a 
Mr. Polak, interposing, protested against the cross-examination 01 t e 
witness. It was not their business, he said, to ask a man about his private 
affairs. Here they had a respectable man, who had come for ee purpose 
of giving evidence, and. it was not right to question him in t ¢ eye 
A subsequent enquiry, by telephone, from a firm hose pen 
mentioned as probable employers of Owsiewicz, elicited the fact that they

A Cheque from the Angels. 


Year by year witnesses a decided change for the better in the general 
“ get-up of Jewish New Year cards. The crude creations of a few years 
ago recur vividly to the mind—the card whose bad print and unnatural 
colours were hidden and glorified with a plentiful sprinkling of tinsel. 
Nowadays the card is a thing of beauty, something worth keeping. 
The fact, also, that several non-J ewish houses of repute devote their atten- 
tion to the printing of Jewish New Year cards, is a guarantee of tasteful 
production. By the way, the writer saw an interesting New Year’s “ card” 
in a Brick Lane shop the other day. It was printed in the form of a 
cheque, and bore the Hebrew legend: “ Hand to the bearer a vear of un- 
limited happiness,” or words to that effect, while the “ signatures ” at the 
foot were those of the Angels Michael. Raphael and Gabriel. It is to be 
hoped that all the “ cheques ” will be honoured. 


Frankfurt Jewry’s Anniversary. 
To-day, the 27th of Ellul, is observed as a fast by the Jews of Frank- 
furt, under the name, “Taanis Vincenz.” in commemoration of the 
disasters that befall the Jews of that city in 1614. Im that year a revolt 
broke out among the citizens, who. under the lead of a baker, Vincenz 
Fettmilch, took possession of the city. One of the first consequences of the 
success was a persecution of the Jews, who, in self-protection, shut them- 
selves in their quarter and assembled in the synagogue. Fettmilch and his 
followers, however, broke down the gate and sacked the Jewish quarter. 
Only 1,380 Jews escaped, and these were fed and clothed by sympathetic 
Christians, who quartered them in the neighbouring villages and small 
towns. Meanwhile, the Emperor Matthias, the Archbishop Johann Schwi- 
kard of Mainz, and the Landgrave Louis of Hesse-Darmstadt took the per- 
secuted Jews under their protection. The revolt was in due course sup- 
pressed, and Fettmilch and the other leaders executed. The Jews were 
then brought back in triumph to Frankfurt under the charge of the com- 
missioners of the Elector, of Mainz and the Landgrave of Hesse. and at 
the command of the Emperor the city had to compensate the Jews for the 
losses they had sustained. The re-entry into Frankfurt is celebrated by 
the Purim Vincenz on the 20th of Adar. | ; 


Jews and the Servant Problem. 

We have heard very little of the “servant problem.” which has, in the 
past, proved so excellent’a “silly season” topie for the dailies. Doubtless 
the various conferences and -sanguinary upheavals in other lands have 
kept the pages of the daily Press very fully oceupied. Tike other citizens. 
the Jewish people suffer from the servant problemi, to a certain extent, but 
iInaless acute degree. The other day a registry-office proprietress was tell- 
ing the writer that of all the servants on her books, those in Jewish houses 
had the largest term of service to their eredit. Speaking with ‘some 
authority, she asserted that the treatment accorded servants by Jewish em- 
ployers. was of such a considerate nature that domestics did not. often 
leave unless it-was for the purpose of getting married! 


And a Tribute. 

It is really true, and we say so without egotism, that Jewish emplovers 
are markedly considerate towards their domesties. Many vears ago, a very 
large and well-known registry-oflice absolutely refused to send any of the 
girls on their books to Jewish houses. and despite representations from 
influential quarters adhered to their decision. Asked what had prompted 
such autocratic action, they replied that when the servants did leave Jewish 
employment, they would go to no places other than Jewish; for that rea- 
son, and for no other, they had placed the ban! ) 


The Gentile’s Hebrew. 
Speaking of servants, we recall to mind one very devoted “ slavey ” who 
knew the Hebrew morning and night prayers, together with a few blessings. 
The children would say their prayers in her hearing on rising, while at 
night she would be with them for the recital of their night prayers. Her 


Hebrew, as may be imagined, was by no means faultless, for she could not ° 


pronounce the guttural “ch,” which was her shibboleth. This notwith- 
standing, the Gentile servant knew far more Hebrew prayers than many 
an up-to-date Jewish mother of to-day.

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Some Congress Impressions. 


LECTURE BY MR. ISRAEL COHEN. 


Under the auspices of the Union of Jewish Literary Societies, Mr. Israel 
Cohen, B.A., lectured at the Toynbee Hall on Saturday evening on “ The 


Eighth Zionist Congress.””’ The Rev.S. Levy presided. 

Mr. ISRAEL COHEN said he desired to draw attention to the inaccuracy of 
certain reports circulated by a press agency, one of whose telegrams stated 
in effect that after an exciting debate, the Committee of Action had been 
dissolved, when, in reality, the world should have been informed that a vote 
of confidence in the Executive Committee had been passed. As to the local of 
the Congress, he did not think that the fact of meeting at the Hague pro- 
duced any particular change of character in the nature of the Con- 
gress itself,except thatat the same time the Peace Conference was in 
session animated by a desire for intermational peace, the peace which was 
the grand ideal of the Jewish nation, whose representatives had assembled 
in the Dutch city. But while, as a writer had declared, the delegates to the 
Peace Conference did not quite know “where they were,’ the Zionist 
delegates had come together knowing exactly what they wanted. (Cheers.) 
Touching upon the “scenes’’ which characterised the Eighth Congress, 
the lecturer observed that the antagonisms which might have been evident 
were antagonisms of a peaceful kind. It might, in the eyes of some, have 
been more picturesque had there been a rowdy element ; if pamphlets and 
publications of various kinds had been showered down upon the public from 
the balcony, or if the lights had been turned out. Then a person gifted 
with descriptive powers would have presented to them a striking picture of 
the scene. But the Zionist movement had survived all this, and was expend- 


ing all its energy in more useful directions ; all the hysteria had now passed. 


away, and the leaders of Zionism had now set to work. It would, he 
thought, be obviously unfair to compare Herr Wolffsohn, the leader of the 
Zionist movement, with his predecessor, but it must be said that he had 
developed a strong, statesmanlike character, and he possessed a sense of 
humour which was so valuable an agency in calming whatever elements of 
dissent were likely to arise, and with which he was able tactfully to 
turn some unpleasant interjections in the course of the debates. 
The lecturer made a reference to Dr. Nordau, emphasising his 


'gtaunch adherence to Zionism and explaining that his hurried departure 


from the Congress was entirely due to his urgent call to Parisfor family reasons. 
(Cheers). One important question raised at the Congress was whether political 
Zionism pure and simple should continue to be the ideal, or whether practical 
Zionism, practical work in Pale&tine, should be the main subject and object 
of Zionist activity. Practical Zionism, to his mind, was essential in order to 
achieve the ultimate objects of political Zionism; practical Zionism was 
likewise incomplete without political Zionism. (Hear, hear.) In the course 
of a long and stormy debate on the subject, it was quite manifest that the 
delegates understood that the time had arrived when there should no longer 
be any waiting or postponement, but that a beginniag should be made, or 
rather a continuation of the beginning made by Dr. Herzl—practical work 
in Palestine was actually begun during the lifetime of the late leader. The 
Sixth Congress appointed a Palestine Commission in order tospy out the land, 
as it were, not ina political, but in a geographical and economic sense. Having 


compared Chovevi Zionism with the Zionism of to-day, he said that modern 


Zionism took.the whole of the Holy Land as the sphere of its operations. 
What it had done and what it meant to do was to utilise the existing popula- 
tion as a sort of nucleus, and to endeavour to obtain certain vested interests 
in the country, to attract capital to the country and to utilise existing 
Jewish organisations there ; in short, to create in Palestine a lever by 
He did not think 
that the opinion that once prevailed among certain sections of Zionists that 
nothing whatever should be done in the Holy Land until the Charter was 
obtained, still held good. Supposing the Charter were granted to-morrow, 
how would it be with them? Would they be able to use it? Was the land 
ready, and were the people ready ? These were the questions which agitated 
the minds of the leaders of Zionism. Diplomatic activity, preparation of the 
people and preparation of the country constituted the policy of Zionism 
to-day. Diplomatic activity had always been one of the foundations of 
Zionism. In dealing with the question of the preparation of the people, the 
Congress felt that it was dealing with an enormous question. They 
had to remember that eighteen hundred years of dispersion meant the 
growth of vital differences amongst, and the splitting up of, the Jewish 
people. The Jews of one country looked down upon their coreligionists of 
another country; the typical English Jew, like the typical Englishmar, 
looked upon the people of other countries as of inferior stock ; the German 
Jew despised the Russian Jew, the Russian looked down upon the Galician 


- Jew, whilst the conservative Jew of Galicia looked upon all the sons of Israel 


who did not share his habits and ideas as utterly lost. What the Zionists had 


set themselves to do was to bring about harmony of spirit between 


all these elements, to re-unite and strengthen the various factions in their 
midst. The difficult problem of the preparation of the country had been 
accorded a great amount of attention and investigation. Material work, as 


had been emphasised at the Congress, consisted in the enterprise of the 
Anglo-Palestine Company. So far as intellectual matters were concerned, 
an important institution, the Bezalel (cheers), had already done a great 
amount of good work. They must understand that the Zionist movement 
was not merely an economic and political movement; it was also an intel- 
lectual movement. The important elements in a nation did not only 
consist of material prosperity, but in the fostering of the national spirit. 
Various channels had to be found along which this spirit could run, in order 
to obtain its concrete manifestation ; in order to cultivate a Jewish national 
art, the Bezalel had been founded. Those who had kept their eyes 
and their ears open at the Congress would have observed the 
arising of many matters connected with the uplifting of the Jewish 
national spirit. In this connection he would call attention to the founding 
of the international organisation for the revival of the Hebrew language— 
the “Ivriah.” (Applause.) It was the first time in the history of the 
Jews, divorced as they were from their country, that a united effort 
had been made to revive and develop the language according to the demands 
of modern civilisation. It was the first time that a movement was started 
for the fostering of literature in the Hebrew tongue, so that it should not 
be said that the Hebrew literature was the literature of a dead language. 
While it was a literature that reflected their glorious past, expressing the 
ideas and the aspirations of the Jews, it also reflected the modern conditions 
of Jewish life. In this connection he had to mention another organisation, | 
the troy Sinai,” which had been established for the purpose of publishing 
works in Hebrew of an academic character. Its object was to further the 
use of the Hebrew by dealing with great and important themes 
affecting the welfare of the race. The lecturer then touched upon the pro- 
posal of a national Hebrew seminary, which would counteract the un-Jewish 
element which Jewish students for the ministry might have assimilated in 
the course of their studies. After the sketch he had presented to them, 
detailing the work and the aspirations of Zionism, they might ask what had 
been done. Well, the Zionist Congress could not do more than it had done 
with the material placed at its disposal by the adherents of the movement. 
The possibilities of every Zionist Congress were predetermined by the 
nature of the progress made during the previous two years. It was neces- 
sary to strengthen the material and the resources at the disposal of the 
leaders, and to make them infinitely larger if they would ultimately attain 
their grand idea. At presenta strong and determined attempt was being 
made to carry out certain things in accordance with the Basle programme. 
In working for that end they would re-unite the disunited forces of Jewry, 
and bind together the scattered, dispersed and dismembered elements. 
There would thus be a strengthening and a fostering of the Jewish national 
spirit which had been allowed to decay, a counteracting of the various 
forces of assimilation, and a heroic endeavour to secure the conservation of 
the Jewish people, which could only be finally and firmly secured in the 
land of Palestine. (Loud cheers). 

Several speakers having addressed the meeting, a cordial vote of thanks 
was accorded the lecturer on the motion of Mr. RABBINOWICZ. 
_ The CHAIRMAN, in seconding, said that the discussion had been of an 
interesting character, and the lecture itself had been full of interest from 
beginning to end. | |

A TRIBUTE TO ITs GOOD WOLK. 

In an interesting article dealing with the management of the affairs 
of Hospitals tor Incurables, their construction and econoniues, a writer 
In the current issue of he Hospital, wakes a lengthy and kindly reference 
to the Jewish institution at Tottenham, of which he says: “ We have never 
Visited any home for incurables where we have felt ‘so satisfied that happi- 
ness and coinfort prevailed.” Continuing, he says:— 

The Chief Rabbi, who is the Patron of the institution, pays it periodical visits, 
takes the deepest interest in its welfare, and never fails to conduct a service on 
each occasion. 

He pays a charming tribute to Mr. Stuart M. Samuel, M.P., “ who may 
be proud to be President of so fine a building,” and to Miss Olga Philipp, 
the Matron. and her staff. There are many calls, however, on the accom- 
modation of the Home, and this leads 7'he Hospital to observe :— 

We hope the demands for admission will not lead the Board to crowd the wards, 
for, should overcrowding be permitted, much of the. usefulness and more. of the 
comfort of the patients may be destroyed. . . The institution, as its name 
implies, is not only a hospital, but, as far as we can judge,a home in the best meaning 
of the word. Entering the institution as we did, without notice, and having gone 
carefully over it fram top to bottom, we formed the conclusion that the general 
management was good and sound. | 

As a whole, the Home is considered to be an institution of which its 
conductors may feel deservedly proud, and the concluding hope is expressed 
that its funds may always be at least adequate to meet the claims and 
necessities of every deserving incurable. a

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Consecration of the ‘‘Dr. M. Gaster 
Roumanian Synagogue.’’ 


Last Sunday the consecration took place of this synagogue, the first 


established for Roumanian Jews in London, in Matilda Street, Christian 
Street, Commercial Road. For several years the Roumanians living in the 
East of London, tollowing the Sephardic Ritual, -assembled for the Holidays 
in a hall rented for the purpose. Their number does not exceed 500, all 
told, and some time elapsed beiore they could collect from their scanty 
earnings a sum sufficient to establish a synagogue of their own. They 
have at last succeeded, unaided from any other quarter, in acquiring a 
house and rebuilding it completely to meet the requirements of a syna- 
gogue. The whole work has been carried out by a Roumanian builder, at 
a much-lower cost than if it had been entrusted to another builder. 

The synagogue hoids close upon 250 seats for ladies and gentlemen, 
is well ventilated and well lighted, windows running down the length of 
the building on both sides. The ark and centre chandelier are the gifts 
of private members, and the synagogue has four scrolls of the Law pre- 
sented at various times; one by Mr. E. Sachs, who gave also silver bells, 
breast-plate and pointer ; One by the Roumanian ladies, and one by the girls. 

The ceremony of the opening was performed by Mr. A. Davidson, and 
after seven circuits had been made and the scrolls deposited in the ark, 
the Rev. Haham delivered an address, taking for his text, “ Behold, I am 
with thee and I will.protect thee, whithersoever thou goest ” (Gen. xxviii., 
15). He pointed out to those present that they must have realised the truth 
of God's pEpuune in their own lives, for only God had protected them and 
enabled them to pass unharmed through all those vicissitudes which had 
befallen them in the country of their birth, and afterwards until this very 
day.

To-day, 27th Ellul. there reaches the allotted span of mortal life 
a son of Levi, who, true to the traditions of his tribe, has devoted his life,

many and various religious, charit- 


able and social bodies. = For the. 
last decade. has heen a 
collegiate of Montefiore Col- 


lege, Ramsgate, and if ever a. 
devout Jew. Rabbinical student, 
or communal worker earned the re- 
spect and” regard of his confpreres, 
assuredly it is Moses Levi Yuly, 
who, admittedly, is entitled to this 
threefold titre @henneur. 
Mr. Yuly was born at Mogador on 
the 27th September, 1837, corre- 
the third son of Judah Levi Yuly. 
one of the Emperor's merchants In 
Moroeceo, and Surah Barnett, of 
Portsmouth, England; thus, on his: 
maternal side, he claims English 
descent. The ¢hild of a zealous Jew, 
he was at an early age initiated into 
the study of Hebrew andeits litera- 
ture. and being blessed with re- 
markably keen intellect, the boy showed great promise from the very first. 
Among his teachers may be mentioned the names of eminent Rabbis. 
such as Mosheh Cohen and Joseph Elmaleh. | 
At the age of fifteen, the subject of this sketch, after having imbibed 
largely from the inexhaustible stores of the Bible, Talmud and Kabatlah, 
elected to pursue a commercial career, and after being engaged In business 
for a brief period in his native city (Mogador), he migrated to this coun- 
try. Where he ultimately found a home in the house of the late Rev. David 
and Mrs, Piza. of the Bevis Marks Svnagogue. Here. while zealously 
applying himself to commerce, he found ample opportunities and encourage- 
ment to continue his studies in Hebraic literature. andto take up communal 
work. In this way, busy and prosperous, years sped on. and voung Yuly

hecame to be regarded as an endeared member of the household. 


In the course of events an irresistible attraction for the young man 
sprang up in his adopted country and home, im the person 
of the Hazan’s second daughter, Rebecca, whose parents readily gave their 
consent to the proposed union, which has proved one of the happiest. the 
lady being. in truth. “a help-meet for hin.” 

Mr. Yuly now becaine a recognised foree, a living spirit in the com- 
munity. ungrudgingly giving his entire leisure to congregational work: 
and when unforeseen circumstances forced his removal from Londen. a 
void was created. not easily filled up. 

Many and various offices in the Sephardic congregation Mr. Yuly held 
with credit to himself and advantage to others—e.y.. Parnass of the Beth 
Hamidrash, Etz Haim,” «member of “ Mahasim Tobim,” and = of the 
‘Lavantadores.” As a descendant of the Temple musicians, the Levites. 
Mr. Yuly for over twenty years thrilled the congregation, and caused the 
walls of Bevis Marks to. vibrate with the sound = of the 
Shofar on the High Festivals. He was one of the delegates from the 
Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue to Ramsgate in 1883-4, when the late 
Sir Moses Montefiore entered upon and completed his hundredth vear. 
But what will ever stand forth especially in his past career will be 
his great work as a member of the Spanish and 
Guardians. There appeared to be nothing too much, nothing too heavy or 
too difficult for him to attempt and to accomplish in behalf of the poor. 
Even now, after the lapse of several years. since his removal from the 
metropolis, many a heart is still beating with genuine — gratitude 
for a kindly thought and a kindly action of his in behalf of the poor and 
needy. Throughout his’ hfe, while an uncompromising Sephardi, 
Mr. Yuly has always been’ persona grata with the “Tedeschi.” 
In 1897, adverse circumstances, joined with a long and _= serious 
illness of Mrs. Yuly, rendered it necessary for her husband _ to 
relinquish business and to remove to Ramsgate, where the exhilarating 
air and change of environment have exerted a most beneficial effect on the 
lady’s health. In the following year, Mr. Yuly was elected a Collegiate of 
Sir Moses and Lady Judith Montefiore College, Ramsgate, where they have 
found a haven of rest, and where his RPI ROW early studies and.im- 
pressions appear in_ full force. Spending his days now in 
studious leisure, Mr. Yuly is well able to look back on a career of excep- 
tional usefulness, and \to reflect with unalloyed pleasure on his past life. 
On the completion of the allotted span of man’s life, he is happily 
in the enviable position of being in perfect health and vigour. “ His eye 
is not dimmed neither is his natural force abated,” and together with his 
life-partner he is surrounded by dear relatives, receiving felicitations 
from a very large circle of friends, who pray that Heaven “ cast 
him not off in old age, forsake him not when his strength faileth,” but 
“renew his days as of yore.” :

SERMON BY THE CHIEF RABBI. 


The CHikv delivered the following sermon :— 
Ye stand this day all of you beforethe Lord your God; your captains of your tribes. 
your elders and your officers, with allthe men’ of lsrael, your little ones, your 
wives and thy stranger that is in thy camp, from the hewer of thy wood unto 
the drawer of thy water ; that thou shouldst enter into covenant with the Lord 
thy God. Deut. xxix.v, 9-1l 
It was a memorable oceasion on which Moses uttered these words, when, 
shortly before his death, he summoned ‘the whole people to enter anew into 
covenant with the Lord. -It was a grand national celebration, and we find, 
_ that all the different elements that together constitute a people—all sorts 
and conditions of men—-high and low, rich and poor, princes and commoners, 
even those engaged in the most menial occupations, were assembled. 


You, my dear brethren, form, it is true, but a small portion of the house 
of Israel. Yet, I believe, that this cecasion is one not lacking in significance 
and impressiverness. You assemble for the first time in this synagogue, 
which has been erected for the worship of the God of our fathers. You 
rejoice, that the work to which many montks, aye years, of anxious delibera- 
tion and toilsome thought have been devoted, has at last been fully accom- 
plished, and that this building stands forth, bright and radiant, a graceful 
structure with spacious class-rooms. There are here assembled representatives 


of the various congregations of this great city, who have come to participate 


in yourjoy. We welcome the scion of an honoured house in Israel, who has 
come here to prove the strength of the tie which binds the provinces to the 

We welcome those who have sought to escape the stress and turmoil of 
the busy streets of this great city, who have quitted its overcrowded districts, 
and come here to breathe the healthful air of this salubrious suburb, 

We welcome those who have come to this country from a distant land 
where they groaned under the yoke of oppression. Verily they can repeat 
the grateful confession of those that brought their first fruits to the Temple, 
“The Lord has looked on our aiflliction, and our labour, and our oppression, 
and has brought us to this goodly land.” 

To all of you this is, in sooth, a memorable day. But the cne thing need- 
ful at this solemn ceremonial is that you should seriously reflect upon the 
purpose for which this synagogue and the ad joining class-rooms have been 
established, On this eventful day, standing as you do before the Lord your 
God, it behoves you to enter anew into covenant with Him and to consider 
devoutly the duties henceforth incumbent on you all. 


What is the meaning of the term 7)", consecration ? Do you imagine 
that there is any hallowing efilcacy in the outward rite in which we aré at 
present engaged? Surely we cannot ask the Omnipresent—‘' whom the 
Heaven and the Heaven of Heavens cannot contain ’’we cannot ask Him to 
dwell here more than in any other place. We cannot bind the Infinite. The 
purpose of this ceremony can only be to stimulate you, the worshippers, to 
feel the presence of God more profoundly here than in any other place. 

To this higher and truer sense of the word, no rabbi, no minister, can 
dedicate this house more than you should, more than you can yourselves- 
You must consecrate it every time you enter its hallowed walls by the 
earnest purpose to offer up your supplication with devoutness and with the 
firm belief that God is the hearer of prayer. 

In ancient times among the Greeks and Romans the steps in front of a 
Temple leading up to the great door, were always made of an uneven number.

The reason being that the worshipper, when he desired to enter, might 
begin the ascent with his right fcot, and mount each step in succession with 
left and right foot alternately, so that he might cross the threshold of the 
Temple with his right foot foremost, for it was deemed unlawful to enter 
with the left foot first. It matters not whether we enter this sanctuary with 
the right or the left foot, but it is of commanding importance that we should 
enter it with the right spiri!, casting aside every distracting thought, 
firmly resolved to avoid the sin cf idle talk, of unseemly attitude and 
irreverent demeanour. You must consecrate it by coming here— your heart 
purged from every low desire, divorced from every unworthy motive, 
conscious of the Divine Presence, convinced of the Providence of (rod 
Striving for the Divine light, believing that He alone can compel the changes 
and chances of mortal life to subserve our good, believing that it is in Hig 
power to grant every petition that will lead to our res] welfare. Consecrate 


this house by the intelligent care, the conciliatory spirit with which you ~

When I hear now and again of dissensions prevailing in a congregation | 
both in London and in the ccuntry, I am forcibly reminded of a story told of 
ancient Athers. When that city was in imminent danger of invasion by 
Philip of Macedon, Demosthenes, the great orator, went into the market- 
place and said that he desired to relate a recent incident to the gathered 
multitude.

Then )emcsthenes turned to them, 
fired with indignation and exclaimed: ‘“ Your city is in gravest peril, your 
independence, your honour is at stake, and you have nothing higher to 
engage your thoughts than the shadow of an ags.”’ 

Aye, my brethren, is it not pitiful to think that there are people who 
wrangle about trivial matters, which are of no greater account than the 
shadow of an ass? But they disregard the highest and holiest interests of 
Judaism; they cause strife and ill-will, where thera should be nothing but 
friendliness and peace. 

I under- 
stand that this suburb rises high above the rest of Manchester. I ardently 


hope that the Higher Broughton Synagogue will be marked by spiritual 
elevation, that it will stand high above the mist and gloom which now and

It is indeed needful that we should ponder upon this fact, for the 
strangest notions are entertained by som: people as to what constitutes the 
service of God. There are those who imagine that they have performed the 
duty of serving God if they joinin public worship on stated days and at 
stated hours. Ruskin, in his “ Crown of Wild Olive,” pours forth his 
sarcasm on such imaginations. ‘Ifa child finds itself in want of anything, 
it runs to its father and asks for it. Is tiat doing the father a service ? 
And yet we speak of Divine Service being performed at such and such 
hours. Alas, unless we perform Divine Service in every willing act of 
life we never perform it at all.’’ This is the old Hebraic conception o! 
Divine Service: * To walk in His ways, to keep His statutes and His com- 
mandmeats and His judgments, and to hearken unto His voice always.” Itis 
a comparatively easy matter to appear here for a couple of hours on the 
Sabbath, to join in prayer and praise and to listen to the reading of the 
Torah. But the real and the harder Divine Service commences when you 
quit the synagogue by resolutely withstanding the temptation to profane the 
sacred day for the saka of gain or pleasure. The real, because the harder

ness. (Cheers) A place of worship, however, must be in keeping with the 
high principles of their religious faith, and must go hand in band with the 
duties incumbent upon all and with which it was solemnly bound up. There 
was, unfortunately, a gradual weakening of the ties that bound Jews 
together, and there. was much religious weaknese. Judaism was cut me 
quick by those who had fallen away from it and were disloval to the ancient 
faith of their ancestors, those who were ashamed of Judaism, but in reality 
Judaiam were ashamed of them. (Cheers.) Referring to Zicnism, he said that 
he was in sympathy with all parties, the practical and political Zionists, the 
lea and the Itoists, but there was one party he was pot in sympathy with, 
and that was the egotists. (Laughter.) Ile concluded by impressing upon 
all the importance of religious education which lay near to his heart, and 
appealed for financial aid oa behalf of the Manchester Talaud Torah and 
the Religious Education Board. He could assure them they need not fear if 
Anglo-Jewry to itself be trua. (Applause.) 7 
Tne Hon. WALTER Roruscuitp, M.P., tendered his thanks for the kind 
way in which the Mayor of Salford had referred to him, and also to the Chief 
ltabbi, for his flattering remarks about himself and his family. He was 
pleased to be there that day and participate in the important ceremony of 
opening a new synagogue ; he liked to do something for the Jewish com- 
munity to which he felt it a great honour to belong. It would always be 
a pleasure to look back to that interesting. occasion, and he hoped to visit 
that town often ; and if in the future he could be of any assistance to the 
conimunity, it would bea source of pleasure to him to aid them. In pro- 
posing saccess to the Higher Broughton Synagogue, he said that iis concep- 
tion had been before the Manchester community for many years, but it was 
oaly lately that the idea had matured and developed into the erection of the 
fine synagogue it had been his pleasing duty to open that day. Its erection 
would cement the community in Salford with other Jewish communities in 
other parts of the Empire, and the fact that it had been carried through in 
spite of rebuff showed that it would flourish and that the efforts of those 
who laboured for it would be crowned with success. He personally wished | 
the synagogue every success ; he would always take an interest in its 
welfare and watch its progress. (Cheers) They must, however, not forget — 
in their private concerns that besides being Jews they were members of a 
great Empire. If they strove to become worthy members of the community 
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they would become good citizsns. Taeir duty to the State and their duty as 
Jews were synonymous. By proving themselves true friends of a great 
I; npire, they could in some measure show their gratitude for the benefits 
conferred upon them by that Empire. When their ancestors came into 
Great Britain to become citizens of the Empire, they were welcomed and 


received with universal kindness. But they must never in their excess of 
gratification forget that they were Jews. (Applause.)

He thanked tham in the 
name of ministers of religicu, and hoped all might labour together for the 
welfare of the human race. (( aeers.)

The struggle between employers and employed has been sharp 
The and at times bitter, but it was made clear that an honouralhle 
Cap Strike. peace has been proclaimed and there is an earnest desire to 
forget the past. For the happy issue of the contention credit is 
chiefly due to Mr. Winston Churchill, who induced the Board of Trade to take 
the matter up, with the result that Mr. Mitchell and Mr. Bryce (two of the 
permanent oilicials of the Boarid) came to Manchester and did what they 
could to arrange a settlement. 

Me. Churchill reached Manchester on Friday and was in communication 
with both parties for several hours. At length the dispute was settled on 
the following terms :— | = | 

(1) -That the workpeople return to work as soon as possible without prejadice. 

(2) That no question cf the recognition of any Union be raised before February 
lst, 1908, 

3) “That meanwhile the Board of Trade shall draft regulations under which the 
workpeople may sabmit any grievances they may have to their employers. 

i That in future nostoppage of work shall take place without the question in 
dispute being first submitted tothe Board of Trade for a settlement by conciliation or 
arbitration. 

(5) That ifa reasonable proportion of the workpeople desire the recognition of 
any Trade Union after February Ist, 1908, and if such Unioa is constituted on well- 
understood British Trade Union lines, the employers will have no objection to its 
being recognised. 

"With vanend to clause 1, the employers state that about 90 per cent. will 
be employed within two weeks from tne date of settlement, the others as 
8000 as opportunity offers. 13 was at first proposed that oaly 5! per cent. 
should be taken back immediately. Mr. CHURCHILL appealed for 90, and the 
Masters gave way on that point. 

Whee all CHURCHILL congratulated the representatives 
of both employers and workpeople oa the settlement, and expressed the hope 
that good relations would be fully restored. Later, he sent to Mr. Jacobson, 
Chairman of the Master’s Faderation, a telegram stating “terms finally 
accepted, congratulations Churchill.’

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meeting, which was organised at an hour's notice, was most enthusiastic.

Oa the platform besides Mr. Churchill (who was voted to the 
Chair), were the Mayor of Salford, the Chief Constable (Mr. R. Peacock), 
Messrs. J. H. Mitchell and James Bryce (of the Board of Trade.) 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Churchill was moved by Mr. N. LAski, seconded 
by Mr. J. LustGARTEN, and supported by Mr. Alderman FRANKENBURG. All 
the speakers expressed deep satisfaction that an honourable way out of the 
difliculty had been found. They counselled the workers to put aside all 
bitterness and vie with the employers in trying to restore harmonious 
relations. 

Mr. Alderman FRANKENBURG said he was particularly glad that a settle- 
ment had been effected. As President of the Jewish Board of Guardians, and 
in other ways, he was specially concerned with the interests of the Jewish 
workinz people, and so with them he rejoiced that the strife was now ended. 

Mr. Cit RCHILL briefly expressed his appreciation of the goodwill that 
had been shown towards him. When he rode away on a motor-car the 
crowd sang “ For he’s a jolly good fellow.” Cheers were also given for Mr. 
Jacobson, a hopeful sign that the bitterness of the strife had disappeared. 
Later, Mr. Jacobson stated that he would vouch for all the employers 
treating their people as if the dispute had not occurred.

H2 then called on each man to say 
whether he b2long2d to the Uaion or desired to remain 8s», and to siga an 
azreement to work at a week's nozica without belonging to the Uasion. To 
this foriy-one strikers agreed. 

In the course of his spesch at the dianer at the Midland Hotel on 
Monday night, Ds. Adler referred to the strike of cspmakers, and appealed 
strongly for employers and workers to abide by the terms arranged by Mr. 
Winston Churebill. He said that he was; very sorry to find that the dispute 
wasafter all not fiaally settled.

| Last Sunday, Dr. J. Dulberg, member of tho International 

The Ito. Council, delivered an address on ‘“ Territorialism after the 
, Kighth Corgress,’’ at a meeting of the Ahm Israel, Manchester 

Branch. 


In the course of his address, Dr. Dulberg said that no-one could 
deny that the Eighth Congress would, in the future, rank as a principal, if 
not the most principal, stepping-stone in the history of the movement. If 
the first Congress saw the establishment of political Z'onism and the con- 
solidation of Dr. Herz\'s theory, the Eighth Congress without doubt saw the 
displacement of political Zionism by a scheme of the economic revitalisation 
of Palestine. In a diplomatic manner Herz!'s policy had boen declared a 
failure, and old Chovevi Zionism, which Herzl laboured to kill, had been 
revived and endowed with a new and powerfal lease of lifa. A new era had 
commenced, that of practical work in Palestine. Dr. Dulberg. maintained, 
therefore, that whereas until now Zionism had been regarded as the 
ultimate solution of the Jewish question and Territorialism as a palliative, 
the two movements had now exchanged places. Zionism was now the 
palliative, and Territorialism had become the radical cure, and now repre- 
sented the ideal of original Zionism. |

“Rather strip a carcase in the street and take your pa) 
for the labour than say, n of in 
portance, and such a thing is beneath my dignity.

the combination dispel sin. These 
Scholars of the Talmud 9 wou'd have | scorned 


to plume themselves as such; they preached 
—and what ‘is more, practised—the dignity of labour 
with an energy, an earnestness. and 
which, in comparison, render Carlyle’s passionate In- 
voeations in its. behalf mere belated vapourings. 
Wence we find all kinds of occupations pursued by 
the Rabbis for livelihood. Hillel was a wood splitter, 
Akiba was a shepherd, Abba Shaul a grave-digger, 
Joshua ben Chanonya was a_ working blacksmith, 
whilst Rabbi Jochanan was not alone a shoemaker by 
trade. but always called himself. Rabbi Jochanan 
“Hasandalor.” which means “the Shoemaker. 
Tt is told of one Rabbi. that when elected 
President of the Sanhedrin he was found by his pre- 
decessor all grimy in the midst of his chareoal 
mounds. Of all things most hated were idleness and 
ascetism, mental or spiritual; healthy bodily work, 
whilst it negatived the former, prevented the latter. 

Not that all the Scholars of the Talmud were poor 
men. Some of them, like Rabbi Judah and Rabbi 
Gamaliel, were possessed of vast wealth; but that, no 


keen scholarship amongst them. Neither wealth nor 
poverty in ifs worldly sense counted aught amongst 
the Rabbis. Wealth of learning; possession of know- 
Jedge—these alone, when joined to manly Industry 
and independence. marked out for distinction. Nor 
was the means. so long as it was honest. by which they 
eained their living. held to be a bar to association. 
The Rabbis formed a Republic of Letters, more fit- 
ting its name than anv the world has ever seen. - In 
short. the Scholars of the Talmud were frue scholars ; 
the first lesson thev learnt from their Masters was 
the first they taught their disciples—humility. A snob 
has been described as a man who “puts on airs.” If 
Thackeray had lived in their days he could not have 
found even a tinv niche in his immortal work for the 
Scholars of the Talmud. 


WrItTTEN AND a higher. than their 
literal sense the words of the liturgy are true. Our

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RABBI AMNON OF METZ. 


The following sad story is told of the origin of one 
of our most powerful and touching prayers recited on 
the New Year and the Day of Atonement. 


Once in Metz there lived Rabli Amnon. He 
was highly respected, a man of good family and 
of wealth. He was frequently pressed ly the Bishop 
of the city to abjare Judaism and become a 
Christian, but he refused. However, one day, being 
anxious to get rid of the Bishop, who was endeavouring 
to persuade him to this course, he said: ‘I will con- 
sider the matter and answer you in three days.’’ Wien 
the Bishop had gone, he reproached himself for bis 
behaviour, inasmuch as he had, by his manner, seemed 
to imply a certain doubt of the true faith. He reached 
home in great griefand would not be comforted, saying: 
ua | Pm go down to my grave mourning for these 
words.” 


On the third day the Bishop sent for him, but he 
refused to go, and, after several messager. was finally 
rite by the officers of the Bishop and brought |)3fore 

im, 
“Why,” said the prelate, ‘‘didst thou not come to 


-me, according to thy promise, to tell me of thy 
decision ?” 


“Sir,” said Amnon, ‘let me pronounce my own 
doom for thus breaking my word. Let my tongue, 
which uttered those doubting words be cut out, for it 
was a lie I spoke.” 


“No,” said the Bishop, “thy tongue shall not be 
cut out, but thy feet which refused to come to me!"’ 


So under the Bishop's eyes, the Rabbi was tortured 
not only as to his feet, but very cruelly. Then he was 
sent home, adying map. The New Year festival came 
round, and he was carried to the synagogue. Daring 
the service he asked to be allowed to utter a prayer. 
And this was what he said :— 


“T will declare the might holiness of this day, for 
it is awful and tremendous. Thereon is Thy Kingdom 
exalted and Thy Throne established in grace, where- 
upon Thou art seated in truth. 
chastiseth, from Thee there is naught concealed. Thou 
bearest witness, writest, sealest, recordest and remem- 
berest all things long forgotten by man. The book 
of records Thou openest; the great Shofar sounds. 
Even the angels are terrified, and they cry aloud, ‘It is 
the Day of Judgment,’ for they even are not found 
sinless before Thee. All who have entered the world 
pass before Thee asa flock of sheep. And as the shep- 
herd counteth his flock, passing them under his crook, 
so doth Thou cause to pass before Thee every living 
soul, numbering and visiting and limiting the lives of 
all creatures, pronouncing Thy judgment and Thy sen- 
tence. On the New Year it is written, on the Day 
of Atonement it is sealed and recorded, who is to live 
and who to die, who to perish by fire or water or 
sword, by hunger, by thirst, by pestilence, who shall be 
at rest and who be troubled, who prosperous and who 
afflicted, who rich and who poor, who raised up and 
who cast down. Yet penitence and prayer and charity 
may avert the evil decree.’’ | 


And ashe finished this prayer, the confession of 
his sin and the acknowledgment of the justice of his 
punishment, Rabbi Amnon passed away.
